¥ has been said, with considerable justi- 
‘ fication, that we learn nothing from 
history. At least in one field this dictum is 
without foundation. American industry, 
as a result of its experience in two World 
Wars, has fully 
realized its 
responsibil- 
ity to the coun- 
try in modern 
warfare where 
the big factories 
are at least as 
important as the 
big battalions. 
Moreover, indus- 
try has  under- 
stood thoroughly 
that it is as im- 
portant for it to 
prepare for amo- 
bilization as it is 


essential to train Brig. Gen. Armstrong 
and equip the 
battalions. 


Undoubtedly most American industries 
have made at least some effort in the di- 
rection of preparedness and many com- 
panies known to me personally, including 
my own, have expended much time, ef- 
fort, and money in preparing industrial 
mobilization plans to meet a major war 
effort. The objectives of company mobili- 
zation planning may be summarized as 
follows: 

1. To assure the maximum degree of 
preparedness by a company in order that 
it may fulfill its obligations to national 
security. 

2. To determine potential capacity of 
the company for war production of mili- 
tary items and essential civilian needs, 
and to keep these data up to date by 
such revisions as are required. 

3. To be in a position to supply prompt 
and accurate information at any time to 
appropriate government agencies on the 
capacity, equipment, personnel, and fa- 
cilities of the company for war emergency 
production, in order that those charged 
with the mobilization of industry may de- 
termine the most effective and suitable 
war load for the company. 

4. To help keep those concerned with 
industrial mobilization informed on new 





production techniques and developments | 
| periodically checked for accuracy during 


in the company. 

5. To help keep the company informed 
on new material developments and 
changing requirements of the Armed 
Forces. 

6. To keep the company and plant man- 
agement conscious of its duty to the na- 
tion. 

Planning by the individual company, 
however, does not go far enough to insure

The Army this week released the 
names of 510 enlisted men appointed to 
the rank of Warrant Officer (junior 
grade) in the career warrants indicated, 
effective 30 Aug., and at the same time 
said the first warrant officer lineal list, 
containing the warrant officer rank desig- 
nations of 7748 persons, would be made 
available for publication next week. 

In releasing the names of the 510 new 
warrant officers, the Army said they 
would rank from 20 June 1950, with the 
appointees to be discharged immediately 
from enlisied status for convenience of 
the government under provisions of AR 
615-365 to accept appointment as WOJG 
(W-1) AUS. 

Immediately upon execution of the 
oath of office, these individuals will sign 
the Category III (three year) statement, 
Army officials reported. 

With regard to the long-delayed release 
of the allocations of Army warrant offi- 
cers in the four pay grades, the Army said 
the numbers authorized at the present 
time are as follows: W-4, 195; W-3, 455; 
W-2, 1577, and the remainder in W-1. At- 
tention was called to a Department of 
Defense announcement early in June per- 
taining to limitation of the number of 
warrant officers in the top two pay grades 
because of budgetary restrictions. 

This action, criticized in recent edi- 
torials in THE JOURNAL, may be rescinded, 
however, because of the military expan- 
sion program now in progress. With for- 
mer budget limits now removed, it is 
likely that the Services will be permitted 
to promote more warrant officers to W-4 
and W-3 status, utilizing merit qualifica- 
tions to a greater degree and budgetary 
restrictions to a lesser degree. 

It has been reported that the Depart- 
ment of Defense Personnel Policy Board, 
which previously imposed the rigid war- 
rant officer ceilings, has recommended to 
Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson that 
they now be modified upward. 

The Warrant Officer Grade Adjustment 
Board, appointed in November, 1949, was 
headed by Brig. Gen. Miles Reber. The

includes all permanent and temporary 
warrant officers and all commissioned offi- 
cers who either hold a regular army war- 


rant or hold a letter of selection for ap- | 


pointment as warrant officers. Criteria 
used by the board, as announced in DA 
Cir. 106, 1949, were length and type of 
service, age, and overall effectiveness. 
The list was carefully compiled and 


its compilation, the Army said. 

The title grade of Chief Warrant Offi- 
cer will continue to be applied to pay 
grade W-2, and will also be applied to pay 
grades W-3 and W-4. The title grade of 
Warrant Officer Junior Grade will be ap- 
Plied to pay grade W-1. The Department

No USNA Reduction 


The Navy announced this week that it 
has cancelled plans to reduce the number 
of Congressional appointments to the 
Naval Academy. 

The decision was made “in view of the 
current international situation,” the Navy 
said. Previously it had been announced 
that the number of Congressional ap- 
pointments to the Academy would be 
dropped from five to four for each Sena- 
tor and Representative beginning with 
the fiscal year 1952. Overcrowded condi- 
tions at the Academy had forced the 
earlier decision, the Navy said. 

In announcing abandonment of the re- 
duction plan, Vice Adm. John W. Roper, 
Deputy Chief of Naval Operations for 
Personnel, said: “In view of the current 
international situation, it is now consid- 
ered inappropriate to continue with the 
planned reduction in the number of ap- 
pointments to the Naval Academy. It is 
considered that the overcrowding of the 
Academy must be accepted for the imme- 
diate future.” 

The over-size Brigade of Midshipmen, 
which is now larger than ever before in 
its history and which is expected to num- 
ber 3,700 by October, will be maintained 
at that size. 





THE WAR IN KOREA 











ED forces launched a major offensive 

at dawn on Friday, 1 Sept. against 
American forces in the southern sector 
and along the Naktong River line in 
Korea, making initial gains of several 
miles in some places. The principal as- 
saults were made against the American 
25th Division in the extreme south and 
against the 2d Division, which had re- 
placed the 24th Division in the Changn- 
yong sector to the north along the Nak- 
tong River. 

Attacks were made by the Reds at 17 
places. The Naktong River was crossed 
by rafts and underwater bridges, but at 
some points the units which crossed were 
wiped out by American troops. After 24 
hours of furious fighting, no gains of ma- 
jor importance had been made by the 
Communist troops, but there were sev- 
eral serious penetrations of our positions. 
Counterattacks by reserve American 


| troops regained some of the ground pre- 


viously lost. 

Prior to this main assault, which is 
undoubtedly an all-out effort to reach the 
main Allied port of Pusan, 40 miles dis- 
tance, the fighting during the week had 
been confined largely to sectors defended 


| by South Korean troops with American 


tank and artillery support. In the north- 
east, the Reds had driven to the outskirts 
of the secondary port of Pohang, but were 
turned back by a strong American tank 
attack. 

In the north the 8th South Korean 
division was forced by Red attacks to 
yield about a mile. A heavy Communist 
assault, strongly supported by artillery, 
pushed the South Koreans back from

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Promotions Slated 


For USAF Officers 


The Air Force this week announced 
plans to convene a selection board during 
September to review the records of ap- 
proximately 2500 permanent majors for 
promotion to the permanent grade of 
lieutenant colonel. 

At the same time, information pertain- 
ing to the forthcoming temporary promo- 
tions to the grades of major, lieutenant 
colonel and colonel was made available to 
THE JOURNAL—although not by USAF 
Headquarters. 

As the Air Force expansion program is 
moving towards rapid implementation, it 
becomes increasingly obvious that a great 
number of officer promotions are in the 
offing. 

And at the same time, the regular an- 
nual permanent promotions, so vital to 
the career of Regulars since two pass- 
overs mean separation from Service, con- 
tinue. 

Included among those eligible for pro- 
motion to permanent lieutenant colonel - 
are approximately 2400 permanent ma- 
jors on the USAF promotion list, including 
WAFs, whose dates of rank as permanent 
majors are prior to 2 July 1948. All per- 
manent grade majors who meet this 
eligibility requirement, an Air Force an- 
nouncement stated, will have completed 
at least 10 years’ promotion list service 
prior to 31 Dec. 1951. The ‘test qualified” 
method of selection will be used. 

Air Force officials said this marks the 
first time that the “best qualified” method 
will be used for permanent promotions 
below the rank of colonel. 

According to the official Air Force Reg- 
ister, as of 1 Jan. 1950, the last permanent 
major on the USAF promotion list whose 
date of rank is prior to 2 July 1948 is 
Edward R. Neff, jr., whose promotion list 
number is 2468 among the permanent 
majors. 

The ranking permanent major in the 
Air Force is listed as Clarence T. Mower, 
a temporary colonel, with permanent 
date of rank from 7 June 1945. As of 
1 Jan., the Air Force had a total of 3303 
permanent majors on the USAF promo- 
tion list. 

In addition to the 2400 USAF promotion 
list permanent majors, about 100 perma- 
nent majors on Medical, Dental, Veteri- 
nary, Medical Service and Chaplains 
promotion lists will be considered for pro- 
motion on a “fully qualified” basis. 

The following permanent grade majors 
on these special promotion lists will be 
considered: 

Medical—through Humphreys, 
W., jr., 19928A. 

Dental—through Franklin, William W., 
18885A. 

Veterinary—through Scott, Rolland O., 
18985A. 

Medical Service—through Sandberry, 
Ennis D., 19411A. 

Chaplains—through Stadta, Raymond 
M., 18735A.

Retired Pay Progress 

Increased payments under the Career 
Compensation Act to personnel retired 
for physical disability prior to last Octo- 
ber have now been made to nearly all 
of those who have elected to be paid 
under the new law rather than the law 
in effect at the time of their retirement. 
In the case of Army personnel the in- 
creased payments are normally made at 
the end of the month following that in 
which the selection as to the method of 
payment has been made by an individual. 

Most of the personnel of the Regular 
Army retired for physical disability, who 
are eligible for increased payments, are 
now receiving them or wil! receive them 
by the end of this month. However, a 
longer delay will be occasioned in con- 
nection with the cases of National Guard, 
Reserve and temporary officers of the 
Army, previously retired for disability. 
These officers were formerly paid by the 
Veterans Administration but on 1 July 
1950 responsibility for their payment was 
transferred to the Army. These cases are 
now being processed and retroactive pay- 
ments of increases will be made to those 
eligible as promptly as possible. 

Many Navy officers retired for disability 
are now receiving increased payments 
under the new Act and the processing 
of the remaining cases is nearly complete. 
Persons affected will be paid by the field 
office of the Navy at Cleveland as soon 
as they make the necessary statement of 
preference as to the law under which 
they desire payment. 





Philippine POW Payments 

The War Claims Commission has 
been advised that all dollar payments in 
the Philippine Republic made by U. S. 
Treasury checks through the Disburse- 
ment Division of that Department will 
be payable only at the Manila Branch of 
the National City Bank of New York. All 
payments under the War Claims Act of 
1948 are made by U. S. Treasury checks 
prepared by the Disbursement Division. 

Payments to Filipino ex-prisoners of 
war or their survivors or civilian Amer- 
ican citizens who were interned and are 
still resident in the Philippines may run 
as high as $20,000,000. 

Prisoner of war claims forms on which 
applications can be made for the $1 a day 
food payments under the War Claims Act 
will be distributed within a few weeks 
in the Philippines, but payments will not 
begin for some time, according to the 
War Claims Commission. A branch office 
of the Commission will be opened in Ma- 
nila about 15 Sept. to distribute the offi- 
cial claims forms in the Philippines. 





New Navy Airship 

A new anti-submarine warfare airship, 
being built for the Navy by the Goodyear 
Aircraft Corporation, is nearing comple- 
tion at the Goodyear Hangar at Akron, 
Ohio. 

The largest non-rigid airship ever built, 
the N-type ship is capable of carrying 
more submarine detection devices than 
the K-type used in World War II. The 
Navy said that it will also be capable 
of flying lower and farther without re- 
fueling. 

Airships, operating with planes and 
surface ships, proved very successful dur- 
ing the recent war in seeking out and 
tracking submarines. 

The Navy pointed out that the ability 
of the blimp to fly safely at low altitudes 
and at slow speeds, coupled with its 
capability of staying aloft for extended 
periods of time without refueling, makes 
it an effective component of a “hunter- 
killer” team. 





UMT Delayed 


Universal Military Training, which 
previously had appeared heading for 
Congressional approval this session, was 
destined for delayed implementation 
this week following President Tru- 
man’s statement that its passage should 
be delayed until next year. The Presi- 
dent reaffirmed, however, his support for 
later enactment of U.M.T. legislation. 

The Commander-in-Chief’s views were 
stated in conferences with and letters to 
the Chairmen of the Senate and House 
Armed Services Committees, Senator 
Tydings (D-Md.) and _ Representative 
Vinson (D-Ga.). 

The following is the text of President 
Truman’s 29 Aug. letter to the Congres- 
sional leaders: 

‘Pursuant to our conversation today, I 
am furnishing you my views about the pend- 
ing universal training legislation. 

“I am very much in favor of universal 
training legislation. The record will show 
that for the past five years I have repeatedly 
recommended that the Congress enact legis- 
lation of this character. I am just as strongly 
in favor of it today as I have ever been. 

‘“‘However, the realities of the situation 
are that if such legislation were enacted to- 
morrow it could not possibly be put into 
effect at once. A universal training program 
would require many training camps and 
other installations and scores of thousands 
of experienced military personnel for train- 
ing purposes. In view of the demands made 
on our military forces by the Korean aggres- 
sion, it is clear that we could not possibly 
make available the installations and trained 
military manpower to put a universal train- 
ing program into operation at this time or in 
the immediately foreseeable future. Accord- 
ingly, it does not seem to me immediately 
necessary for the Congress to enact universal 
training legislation. 

“Legislation of this character, however, 
should be placed on the statute books at an 
early date so that we can put it into opera- 
tion as soon as circumstances permit. Ac- 
cordingly, I hope that your Committee will 
continue its active consideration of this legis- 
lation with a view to seeking final action on 
it in January.” 

Following a session of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee on 30 Aug. 
when a hearing on UMT bill S. 4062 was 
to have been held, Chairman Tydings 
stated that the committee was unani- 
mous for a bill that would follow the 
recommendations of the President and 
the Secretary of Defense. But, said Sena- 
tor Tydings, with Selective Service in 
action, such a bill could not be put into 
active operation for a year. To operate 
such a program requires officers and non- 
commissioned officers to train hundreds 
of thousands, the establishing of many 
camps, the providing of necessary facili- 
ties, and special changes in law. 

“Inasmuch as the program could not 
be effective for some time, when it would 


‘have to leap-frog Selective Service now 


in effect, and as the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee believes it impossible to 
perfect action before Congress adjourns, 
and in the light of the President’s letter,” 
said Senator Tydings, “the Senate 
Armed Services Committee instructed 
the Chairman to appoint a subcommit- 
tee to continue the study of existing 
bills, such study to be completed on or 
before 1 Jan. 1951, and to have a bill 
ready for introduction along with a 
comprehensive report, and actually to 
be introduced on the opening day of the 
82d Congress, and that priority be given 
to it by the Senate and that it be en- 
acted immediately.” 


Alaska Housing

public this week.

Expand Ft. Myer 

The Military District of Washington 
accepted the transfer of Arlington Farms, 
Va., on 1 Sept., it was announced by Maj. 
Gen. Thomas W. Herren, Commanding 
the District. 

Buildings and grounds comprising the 
Farms will be turned back to the Army 
by the General Services Administration, 
successor to the Federal Works Admin- 
istration which first received the site 
from the old War Department in May 1942 
on user’s permit for the purpose of hous- 
ing single women government employees. 
The last group of “G” girls moved out 
in July. 

The site, including some 95 acres of 
land and about 17 temporary buildings of 
various types, will become part and par- 
cel of adjacent South Post Fort Myer and 
will be directly under the command of 
Col. Donald McLean, South Post com- 
mander. 

The Army had previously converted 
four of the ten Residence Halls into 
apartments for Army and Air Force fam- 
ilies and three additional halls are in the 
process of conversion for the same pur- 
pose. Two other Residence Halls are cur- 
rently serving as barracks for Air Force 
enlisted men, and the tenth (Louisiana 
Hall) will house the Organized Reserve 
Corps Headquarters, now located at Fort 
Myer and other Department of the Army 
installations. 

In addition, present plans call for estab- 
lishing a kindergarten school for Service 
children and other available space will 
be used by the Judge Advocate General 
as a school for JAG officers. 





3d Army Operations 

A history of the operations of Gen. 
George S. Patton’s Third Army between 
the Moselle River and the Siegfried Line 
was published this week by the Army. 

The first of a series of nine volumes 
covering activities of American armies 
in the ETO, “The Lorraine Campaign” 
is a 657-page book, containing about 70 
illustrations and 50 maps. Copies may be 
purchased from the Superintendent of 
Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington 25, D. C., for $10. 

Combat operations of 13 U. S. divisions 
are traced in the story of the three and 
a half month compaign in which over 
a quarter of a million American soldiers 
participated. Division actions covered in 
the history include those of five armored 
divisions: the 4th, 6th, 7th, 10th, and 
12th, as well as the French 2d Armored 
Division; and eight infantry divisions: 
the 5th, 26th, 35th, 79th, 80th, 87th, 90th, 
and 95th. 

The author of the book, Dr. Hugh M. 
Cole, is a veteran of the campaign, hav- 
ing served with the Third Army as his- 
torian. He obtained his Ph.D. in Military 
History from the University of Minne- 
sota and taught Military History at the 
University of Chicago before accepting 
a commission in the Army. A graduate 
of the Command and General Staff 
School, Dr. Cole served in the Historical 
Section, G-2, War Department until 1944 
when he was assigned to Headquarters, 
Third Army. 





Commands M.P. Battalion 

Lt. Col. Henry G. Thomas, USA, has as- 
sumed command of the 796th Military 
Police Service Battalion in Austria. 

Colonel Thomas succeeds Lt. Col. Wen- 
dall M. Broadus, who is returning to the 
States on rotation. Prior to his assign- 
ment to USFA, Colonel Thomas was Chief 
of the Military Police Division, Office of 
the Provost Marshal General in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 








Family Allowances 


Following relatively minor disagree- 
ment in the Senate and House passage 
last week of family allowance legislation 
for military personnel, a Conference 
Committee this week speedily resolved 
differences and on 31 Aug. the House 
adopted the conference report. The Sen- 
ate was slated to give quick approval to 
the measure.

The following is an excerpt from the 
official Conference Committee report: 

“The Senate conferees originally insisted 
upon the Senate rates, and after considerable 
and lengthy debate and discussion the House 
conferees, because of the urgency of the leg- 
islation, accepted the compromise. The House 
conferees insisted upon the $85 allowance for 
enlisted meimnbers with three dependents, 
however, and the amendment finally agreed 
upon reflects this insistence. The House con- 
ferees did not believe that enactment of the 
legislation should be further delayed by the 
relatively slight difference between the 
amounts proposed for members with two de- 
pendents in the House amendment, as con- 
trasted with the slightly lesser amount pro- 
posed in the Senate bill. It should also be 
noted that the amount now proposed for 
members with two dependents is the present 
rate of quarters allowances for enlisted men 
of the upper pay grades. 

“In the House amendment to the Senate 
bill enlisted men of the lower three grades 
were required to contribute $40 of their pay 
in order to be eligible for the alloawnces 
provided in the proposed legislation. The 
Senate bill required allotments on the part 
of enlisted men of all pay grades in order to 
be eligible for the quarters allowances. In 
the Senate bill enlisted men of pay grades 
E-1, E-2, and E-3 were required to contribute 
$40 of their pay and a similar provision was 
contained in the House amendment. How- 
ever, the Senate bill required enlisted men 
in grades E-4 and E-5 to contribute $60 of 
their pay and enlisted men in pay grades E-6 
and E-7 to contribute $60 of their pay in 
order to be eligible for the quarters allow- 
ances provided in the proposed legislation. 
The House conferees receded from their dis- 
agreement to this portion of the Senate bill 
and agreed to the Senate version which re- 
quires contributions of the above stated 
amounts for all enlisted members with de- 
pendents to qualify for quarters allowances 
provided by the proposed legislation. 

‘In the House amendment the Comptroller 
General was given the authority to waive in- 
debtedness growing out of erroneous pay- 
ments of allowances made under the author- 
ity of the Servicemen’s Dependents Allow- 
ance Act of 1942, as amended. The Senate 
bill provided similar authority for the Comp- 
troller General but in addition contained 
several technical provisions which are neces- 
sary to administer the section. The House 
agreed to these technical changes. 

‘‘The Senate bill contained a section which 
permits the proposed legislation to be cited 
as the ‘Dependents Assistance Act of 1950.’ 
Since there was no similar provision in the 
House amendment the House agreed to this 
title. 

‘‘The Senate bill spells out in more detail 
requirements for the dependency of mothers 
and fathers. Since this substantially reaffirms 
existing law in this respect the House agreed 
to the expanded version of the Senate bill 
which requires sufficient evidence of depend- 
ency of mothers and fathers in order to en- 
able the enlisted man to claim such persons 
as dependents. 

“The Senate agreed to several technical 
amendments proposed by the House and in 
all other respects accepted the House amend- 
ment. i 

“The proposed legislation will be retroac- 
tive to 1 Aug., 1950, as contained in the House 
amendment.”’ 

Enactment into law of the Dependents 
Assistance Act doubtless will result in 
increased support for modification of cur- 
rent Selective Service policies which cur- 
rently result in the deferment of married 
men or those with other dependents. It is 
stated that family men are being called 
to active duty with National Guard and 
Reserve units and that similar responsi- 
bility should be shouldered by others in 
the draft age group. This point was made 
during Congressional debate on the fam- 
ily allowance legislation.

Adm. Boone to Pacific

Military Medicine Needs 


Congressional action on measures to 
provide for drafting of doctors and den- 
tists—especially those trained during the 
war at Government expense—brought out 
the testimony of Dr. Richard Meiling, 
OSD Director of Medical Services, that 
for an Armed Forces of 2,500,000, it would 
be necessary to draft 5300 doctors an" 
5000 dentists. 

Brig. Gen. Paul I. Robinson, Chief of 
Personnel in the office of the Army Sur- 
geon General, Maj. Gen. Raymond W. 
Bliss, revealed that the Army would need 
2650 more doctors and 1200 more dentists 
for an Army of 1,000,000 men and their 
dependents. At present, he said, the Army 
has 2650 doctors and 962 dentists.

Army Organization

eral Orders No. 23, issued by the Army 
in connection with the Army Organiza- 
tion Act of 1951. 

As THE JOURNAL went to press, the 
Army had yet to make an announcement 
relative to new insignia for the Armor 
and Artillery Branches, created by the 
new law to replace the Cavalry and con- 
solidate the Field Artillery and Coast 
Artillery. 

The text of the General Orders is as 
follows: 

Pursuant to the Army Organization Act of 
1950 (PL 581, 8ist Cong.; DA Bul. 9, 1950), 
the following information pertaining to 
changes in titles, designation of chiefs of 
services, and of basic and special branches 
of the Army is published for the guidance of 
all concerned:

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Unification Anniversary 

The third anniversary of Unification of 
the Armed Forces will be celebrated on 
17 Sept., for it was on that date in 1947 
that the late James Forrestal took office 
as the nation’s first Secretary of Defense. 

A recapitulation of what the past three 
years has meant to the Uniformed Serv- 
ices was given this week by Assistant 
Secretary of Defense Marx Leva—one of 
the country’s top experts on Unification 
legislation—in an address before the 5ist 
annual national encampment of the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars in Chicago. 

He recalled how the old War Depart- 
ment “strongly favored” Unification and 
how the old Navy Department “was 
somewhat less enthusiastic” and then de- 
scribed Unification as “a marriage of the 
Army and Navy” in which “the Army was 
an over-ardent bridegroom and the Navy 
was a most reluctant bride.” 

Assistant Secretary Leva added that 
former Secretary of the Army Gordon 
Gray “described the Air Force as the 
in-law who moved in with the newly mar- 
ried couple on the day of the ceremony-— 
thereby adding somewhat to the marital 
turmoil.” 

Mr. Leva asserted that in Korea the 
Nation is seeing Unification undergoing 
its “ordeal by fire.” In this regard, he 
listed the following achievements which 
have contributed to the efficiency of our 
fighting forces: 

“1. The phenomenal record that is being 
made by the consolidated shipping line which 
the Navy is operating—a shipping line which, 
through Unification, has replaced the com- 
peting fleets which the Army and the Navy 
formeriy operated. In a few short weeks, 
the consolidated line tremendously stepped 
up its weekly trans-Pacific tonnage. The 
speedy and orderly way in which merchant 
vessels have been taken out of mothballs to 
supply our forces in Korea is without paral- 
lel in the history of warfare. 

“2. The teamwork of the Services—a matter 
to which General MacArthur: has referred 
again and again in the most glowing terms.. . 
A perfect example of the sort of teamwork 
referred to by General MacArthur was the 
record crossing of the Pacific by the USS 
Boxer—an aircraft carrier which crossed the 
Pacifie in 8 days, with a load of 147 planes 
for the Air Force, large numbers of Air Force 
personnel, Army personnel, and Navy . per- 
sonnel, and a very heavy general cargo to 
help support the Korean fighting strength 
of all three Services. 

“3. The ability which our Army forces 
have shown—in the words used by General 
Collins in reporting to the President—‘to con- 
vert quickly from the peaceful duties of oc- 
cupation to the grim duties of war,’ and the 
ability of our Navy, Air Force, and Marine 
planes to assist the Army and Marine forces 
on the ground in every possible way. A good 
example of the speed of reinforcement is the 
fact that one infantry regimental combat 
team arrived on the field of battle on the 
other side of the world 19 days after it was 
alerted in this country. An example of Air 
Force mobility is the successful completion 
of a mission directed at targets in Northern 
Korea within eight days from the time the 
units were alerted in the U. S. 

“4. The speed with which newly developed 
weapons have been brought into action—for 
example, the new Army anti-tank rocket had 
been developed in research during the Spring 
of 1950 and production had been started on 
it only 15 days before the communist inva- 
sion of Korea. Yet, through fast staff action 
and the wholehearted cooperation of the Mili- 
tary Air Transport Command, a supply of 
the rockets, together with the necessary 
launchers and personnel trained in their use, 
reached the troops in Korea on the 18th of 
July. Twenty-five days after the invasion the 
new rocket had knocked out several Red 
tanks. 

“5. The prompt action of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff in acting on General MacArthur's 
requests—for example, requests are frequent- 
ly received, acted upon, approved by the Sec- 
retray of Defense and the President, and 
implemented, all in the same day. If it had 
not been for this record of speed and deci- 
sion, and if it had not been for the brilliant 
delaying action of the Army, Marine, and 
South Korean ground forces under General 
MacArthur’s inspired leadership, we would 
not now be in a position where—very shortly, 
we hope—our forces, joined by forces of other 
members of the United Nations, will soon be 
able to take the offensive in order to re- 
establish peace in Korea."’

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Army Temporary Promotion 


The first group of Army temporary pro- 
motions resulting from the present emer- 
gency expansion is expected to be re- 
leased early in September—probably in 
time for publication in next week’s issue. 

According to plans reported late this 
week, the first temporary promotions to 
be announced will be those of majors to 
lieutenant colonel. 

Later in September, probably a week or 
two after the initial promotion announce- 
ment, the names of officers chosen for 
temporary promotions to colonel, major 
and captain will be released. 

As part of its mobilization promotion 
program, the Army has directed that tem- 
porary advancement of second lieuten- 
ants to first lieutenant may now be made 
after 18 months, instead of the three-year 
period which was in effect prior to out- 
break of hostilities. This order became 
effective as of 4 Aug. 

No indication was given this week of 
the number of officers who will be in- 
cluded on the list of temporary promo- 
tions to lieutenant colonel, but it was be- 
lieved it will be in the hundreds. 





Pa. Military District Chief 


Col. Hobart A. Murphy, Inf., has been 
named Chief, Pennsylvania Military Dis- 
trict, with headquarters at Schuylkill 
Arsenal, Philadelphia, succeeding Brig. 
Gen. Cornelius E. Ryan, who has been as- 
signed to Camp Breckinridge, Ky., one 
of several camps reactivated since the 
Korean fighting began. 

Prior to his assignment as Chief, Colo- 
nel Murphy served as Deputy Chief, Penn- 
sylvania Military District, and earlier was 
the Executive and Senior Army Instruc- 
tor, Organized Reserve Corps, Eastern 
Pennsylvania Military District. 

Colonel Murphy has announced the as- 
signment of Col. John L. Behrns, Inf., as 
District Executive Officer. Colonel Behrns 
recently returned to the United States 
after serving with the U. S. Constabulary 
in Germany for four years, as Executive 
Officer of the Constabulary’s G-2 Section. 
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Speed Enlisted Promotions 


The Army on 1 Sept. rescinded previ- 
ous regulations limiting promotions to 
the top four enlisted grades to 80 per cent 
of local position vacancies. 

An official message to all commanders 
declared that on and after 1 Sept., pro- 
moting authorities, under Paragraph 5, 
WCL 37400, may promote qualified per- 
sonnel without regard to any time in 
grade or time in _ service restriction 
against all local position vacanies in all 
grades under applicable organizational 
tables. 

Only limitation apparently will be 
major command promotion ceilings in 
each of the upper four grades. 

Decentralization of promotions to all 
enlisted grades followed an earlier an- 
nouncement which reported that the Ca- 
reer Guidance Program is largely being 
suspended indefinitely in order that the 
Army may meet emergency requirements 
on promotions of enlisted personnel. 





General Akin to Korea 


Maj. Gen. S. B. Akin, the Army’s Chief 
Signal Officer, left 30 Aug. for Korea to 
inspect combat signal communications. 
General Akin was General MacArthur's 
Chief Signal Officer throughout World 
War II, and until the time he became 
the Army’s Chief Signal Officer on 1 
April 1947. 

Accompanying General Akin to Korea 
were: Col. James S. Willis, Chief, Devel- 
opment Branch, Research and Develop- 
ment Division, Office of the Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-4, former Chief of the 
Engineering and Technical Division, Of- 
fice of the Chief Signal Officer; Col. D. G. 
McBride, Chief, Communications and 
Electronics Division, Research and Devel- 
opment Section, Headquarters, Army 
Field Forces; and Dr. Albert Tradup of 
New York City, Military Communications 
Engineer in the Military Electronics De- 
partment, Bell Telephone Laboratories. 

The group will inspect frontline com- 
munications with an eye to the lessons 
that are being learned in combat. Infor- 
mation thus gained will be put to use in 
the Signal Corps’ research, development 
and training programs. 


Gen. Watson Reassigned 


Brig. Gen. Leroy H. Watson, USA, who 
has commanded the U. S. Army Southern 
California Sub-District with headquarters 
at Ft. MacArthur for the past 28 months, 
has been transferred to Sixth Army 
Headquarters, Presidio of San Francisco, 
where he will command the California 
Military District. 

He will replace Maj. Gen. George D. 
Shea who has been assigned to Army 
Field Forces Headquarters, Ft. Monroe. 

As commanding general of the Cali- 
fornia Military District, General Watson 
will have jurisdiction over Organized Re- 
serve Corps activities throughout the 
state of California. 
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Army Training Divisions 

Training division designations have 
been given to four Army installations 
opened recently to meet expanding train- 
ing needs. 

The action will bring to eight the num- 
ber of Army posts given training divi- 
sion designations. It has no bearing on 
the actual number of Army divisions in 
being. 

Units assigned to each of the four posts 
are as follows: Camp Breckinridge, Ken- 
tucky, 10lst Airborne Division; Camp 
Chaffee, Arkansas, 5th Armored Divi- 
sion; Fort Jackson, S. C., 8th Infantry 
Division and Fort Leonard Wood, Mis- 
souri, 6th Armored Division. 

Locations of other Army training di- 
visions are Fort Dix, New Jersey, 9th 
Infantry Division; Fort Knox, Ky, 3d 
Armored Division; Fort Ord, Calif., 4th 
Infantry Division and Fort Riley, Kans., 
10th Infantry Division. 

The Eighth Infantry Division was or- 
dered into active status for the third 
time in 32 years at Fort Jackson. 

The “Golden Arrow” division, first ac- 
tivated in 1918 at Camp Fremont, Palo 
Alto, Calif., and the second time at Fort 
Jackson, in 1940, is reactivated with a 
basic six week branch immaterial train- 
ing mission and will train volunteers and 
selectees from 11 states and the District 
of Columbia. Enlisted reservists from the 
same areas will also be processed here 
and placed in the “pipeline,” following 
any required refresher or advance train- 
ing necessary or appropriate. 

On the day of reactivation, Brig. Gen. 
Frank C. McConnell, former assistant 
commander of the Fifth Infantry Divi- 
sion prior to its inactivation, assumed 
command of the Eighth Infantry Divi- 
sion and named the following staff:

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General Huebner Returns 

Lt. Gen. Clarence R. Huebner, USA, 
former Commanding General, United 
States Army in Europe, arrived in Wash- 
ington, D. C., 31 Aug., where he will be 
assigned to the Office, Chief of Staff, 
until his retirement on 30 Nov. 

During the three-month period, Gen- 
eral Huebner, who rose from private in 
the enlisted ranks to his present posi- 
tion, will serve as an adviser to the 
Chief of Staff of the Army. 

The former European commander ar- 
rived in New York 22 Aug., accompa- 
nied by his wife, Mrs. Florence Barrett 
Huebner, and his daughter, Miss Mary 
Juliette Huebner. The same day, he was 
guest of honor at a reception by the 
City of New York, and at a luncheon 
at which Mayor O’Dwyer was host. 

When General Huebner and his family 
arrived at Union Station in Washington, 
they were greeted by Maj. Gen. Carter 
B. Magruder, Special Assistant for Oc- 
cupied Areas to the Secretary of the 
Army, and a group of other oflicers who 
served under General Huebner in the 
European Command. 

His assignment in Washington will close 
out a varied career for General Huebner. 
Born in Bushton, Kans., on 24 Nov., 1888, 
General Huebner enlisted in the Regular 
Army on 17 Jan., 1910, and served as a 
private, corporal, sergeant, quartermaster 
sergeant, and regimental supply sergeant in 
the 18th Infantry until 26 Nov., 1916, when 
he was commissioned as a second lieutenant. 

During World War I, General Huebner 
went to France in June, 1917, in command 
of a company of the 28th Infantry, 1st Di- 
vision. He remained with the ist Division 
throughout the war, serving at the front in 
the Luneville sector south of Nancy, France; 
the Beaumont sector, north of Toul, in which 
he was wounded in action; the Cantigny 
sector; the Aisne-Marne offensive, in which 
he was again wounded; the Saizerais sector; 
the Beaumont sector, and the St. Mihiel and 
Meuse-Argonne offensives. 

Following various assignments, General 
Huebner was assigned to the North African 
theater of operations in March, 1943, dur- 
ing World War II, and assumed command 
of the lst Infantry Division. He commanded 
the Division in its operation in the Norman- 
dy landings at Omaha Beach and in the bat- 
tles of St. Lo and Mortain and the reduction 
of the Falaise pocket 

He then led the Division across the Seine 
and advanced north to participate in the 
battles of Mons, Aachen and the Hurtgen 
Forest. In January, 1945, he assumed com- 
mand of the 5th Corps and led it in its ad- 
vance across the Rhine to the Elbe where 
the first contact was made with the Russians 
at Torgau in April, 1945. On V-E Day, the 
5th Corps was in Czechoslovakia on a gen- 
eral line between Pilsen and Carlsbad in close 
contact with the Russians. 

After a brief respite in the United States, 
General Huebner returned overseas in Au- 
gust, 1946, to become Chief of Staff of the 
U. S. Forces in the European Theater. On 
15 March, 1947, he was appointed Deputy 
Commander-in-Chief of the European Com- 
mand and Commanding General of the U. S. 
Ground and Service Forces in Europe, On 
15 November, 1947, his title was changed to 
Deputy Commander-in-Chief and Command- 
ing General, U. S. Army, Europe. 

In May, 1949, when General Lucius D. 
Clay retired from the service, General Hueb- 
ner became acting Commander-in-Chief of 
the European Command. Three months later, 
General Thomas T. Handy was appointed 
Commander-in-Chief of the European Com- 
mand, and General Huebner became Com-

Gen. Huebner’s Farewell Message 


On the eve of his departure for the 
United States, Lt. Gen. Clarence R. 
Huebner, Deputy Commander-in-Chief 
and Chief of Staff of the European Com- 
mand and Commanding General of the 
U. S. Army in Europe, made the follow- 
ing statement to members of the Ameri- 
can Forces in Germany: 

‘‘When I returned to Europe in August of 
1946 for occupation duty in Germany, the 
scene was not an encouraging one: ill-fed; 
badly-housed and poorly-clothed, her people 
milled about in confusion and unemploy- 
ment; black markets flourished; and even 
some of our American troops were suffering 
from post-war doldrums. 

“That, though, was four years ago; and 
today it is hard to believe that we have ac- 
complished so much. Conditions are im- 
measurably better, the outlook is increas- 
ingly favorable, and hope has been restored 
to the German people. This amazing return 
to normalcy has 
by the sheer hard work of all our occupa- 
tion forces. 

“In eliminating these hardships and culti- 
vating a spirit of democracy, it has taken a 
tremendous amount of concentrated, contin- 
uous effort on the part of each officer, each 
enlisted man and woman, each civilian em- 
ployee and the dependent wives, sons and 
daughters. Even with our present success, 
however, there are still many problems and

difficulties to overcome, but I have the great- | 


est amount of confidence in your sincerity, 
ability, and tenacity of purpose. 

‘“‘We are now traveling firmly up the cen- 
ter of the road. We have built up and are 
maintaining an effective, efficient military 
force. We have well-trained and. well- 
equipped field forces which are among the 
Army's finest. We no longer need fear the 
effects of a hostile rmnilitary force short of a 
general war. 

“The Office of the High Commissioner has 
been established and procedures are being 
followed daily to fulfill our moral and physi- 
cal obligations. The West German Federal 
Republic has been formed through demo- 
cratic processes and is taking a place in 
world events by serving as a stabilizing yard- 
stick for freedom-loving people throughout 
the unsettled world. 

“IT should like to thank each of you—mili- 
tary and civilian—for the loyalty and devo- 
tion you have put forth in bringing about 
this marvelous change, and I ask each of you 
to dedicate yourself anew to the duties you 
have undertaken to maintain the personal 
pride and conduct which have earned the ad- 
miration and respect of all Europe. 

“‘As I leave for the United States and re- 
tirement, I do so with sad heart and fond 
memory. It is difficult to leave my fellow 
soldiers; I am proud of each of you. 

‘“‘May God bless you.”

The women will receive the pay, al- 
lowances dependency and retirement ben- 
efits which accrue to male officers, in- 
cluding the $100 a month professional 
pay for physicians and dentists. An Army 
announcement said the women doctors 
and dentists will not be assigned to for- 
ward medical installations in combat 
zones, 
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General Smith Confirmed 

On 28 Aug., the Senate confirmed the 
nomination of Lt. Gen. Walter Bedell 
Smith, USA, to be Director of Central In- 
telligence, with rank of lieutenant gen- 
eral. General Smith succeeds Rear Adm. 
Roscoe Hillemkoetter, USN. 

In reporting approval of the nomina- 
tion for the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services, Senator Morse (R-Ore.) said: “I

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Admiral Barbey Transferred 


Rear Adm. Daniel E. Barbey, USN, Com- 
mandant of the Tenth Naval District and 
Commander of the Caribbean Sea Fron- 
tier, will become commandant of the 13th 
Naval District and Commander of the 
Northwest sector of the Western Sea 
Frontier with headquarters in Seattle, 
Wash. 

Admiral Barbey has been on duty in 
San Juan since 30 Apr. 1947. His detach- 
ment on the 14th of September will com- 
plete more than 40 months on his present 
job, the longest tour of duty for any Ad- 
miral in the Caribbean. During this time 
he has been closely associated with many 
civic activities and has become well- 
known in business, government and social 
circles. 

Among the projects which he has be- 
come identified with in Puerto Rico are 
his plans for training South American 
navies in Puerto Rican waters, a unified 
defense of the Caribbean by the independ- 
ent republics and European colonies of 
the area, the establishment of the Vie- 
ques-Puerto Rico area for annual fleet 
and Army maneuvers, support of a Latin- 
American School of Journalism in San 
Juan and aid to various charity organi- 
zations, particularly schools for boys. He 
has successfully encouraged the city of 
San Juan as a liberty port for U.S. Naval 
Reserve ships and as a port of call for 
foreign warships. He has been instrumen- 
tal in the return of unused Navy land to 
the Insular Government, the utilization 
of surplus property for local benefits and 
the establishment of a unified Air and 
Sea Rescue system. 


Named Institute V.P. 


Capt. Dewitt C. Redgrave, USN-Ret., 
has accepted the position of Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Georgia Tech Research Insti- 
tute and will assume his new duties early 
this month in Atlanta. 

Former Director of the Material Lab- 
oratory at the New York Naval Shipyard, 
Captain Redgrave was recently retired 
after thirty-four years’ service. He gradu- 
ated from the Naval Academy in 1919 
and subsequently completed postgradu- 
ate work at Annapolis and M.I.T. As an 
Engineering Duty officer his principal 
assignments have been at Naval Ship- 
yards and as Supervisor of Shipbuilding 
at private plants. 
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Naval Air Expansion 


Vice Adm. J. H. Cassady, USN, Deputy 
CNO for Air, reported to House appropri- 
ation hearings that Naval aviation has 
programmed for expansion in the pending 
supplemental appropriation from 6,233 
operating aircraft provided in the 1951 
program to 7,335 operating aircraft. 

The Navy also asked for three addi- 
tional carrier air groups, four more Ma- 
rine air squadrons, seven more patrol 
squadrons, and three added antisubma- 
rine warfare squadrons. 

An increase of 4,433 officers and 30,964 
enlisted men is planned for the Naval air 
arm, Admiral Cassady said. He pointed 
out that this increase provides 13,805 offi- 
cers and 96,250 enlisted men in compari- 
son to our 1951 program of 9,372 officers 
and 65,286 enlisted men. 

Admiral Cassady said that the Navy 
plans to increase its pilot training rate 
to an output of 1,550 a year. The present 
rate is 1,050. 

He added that, “although all-out mo- 
bilization is not under consideration at 
present, certainly the situation today de- 
mands steps toward mobilization — at 
least to a point in aircraft production well 
above the current delivery rate.” 

Thirteen units of organized Naval Air 
Reserve plus some augmenting personnel 
have been called for mobilization, Ad- 
miral Cassady said, and “it is anticipated 
that these units will reach ‘ready-for- 
combat’ status in an amazingly short 
period of time.” They will form the nu- 
cleus, he said, of two or three additional 
carrier air groups, two patrol squadrons 
and one antisubmarine warfare squadron. 

Rear Adm. A. M. Pride, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, said that all of 
the new aircraft requested “are first-line 
combat models for assignment to combat 
units of the fleet which otherwise would 
be compelled to operate second-line air- 
craft for an extended period of time.” 

The combined appropriations requests 
for Naval aviation total $1,346,242,000. 





Improved Jet Facilities 


The Navy is asking for about $8,500,000 
in supplemental appropriations to im- 
prove jet plane facilities at four Navy 
and Marine Corps air stations. 

In recent Congressional hearings, Rear 
Adm. J. F. Jelley, USN, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks, outlined plans 
to extend runways at the four stations to 
8,000 feet. The 8,000-foot length is con- 
sidered to be a minimum runway length 
for the safe operation of jet aircraft. 

The runway extensions were requested 
for the Naval Air Station at Moffett 
Field, Calif., to cost $790,000; the Naval 
Air Development Center at Johnsville, 
Pa., $5,150,000; the Marine Corps Air Sta- 
tion at Cherry Point, N. C., $900,000; and 
the MCAS at El Toro, Calif., $1,470,000. 





In addition, the Navy is requesting in- 
creased fuel storage facilities at 10 Navy | 


and Marine bases “to support jet opera- 


| tions.” The projects provide for the con- 


| struction of ready-issue jet-fuel storage 


facilities at the Naval Auxiliary Air Sta-

The projects will cost an estimated 
$4,750,000. 


Carriers for the Fleet 


Two additional aircraft carriers are 
being readied by the Navy for duty with 
the U. S. Fleet. 

One of the vessels, the Lake Champlain, 
is being converted at the Newport News 
(Va.) Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Com- 
pany, and the other, the escort carrier 
Bairoko, is being de-mothballed at San 
Francisco. 

Reports indicated that conversion of 
the Lake Champlain would be a major 
undertaking, costing about $38,000,000, 
and requiring from two to two and a half 





| years for completion. 


The Bairoko, which was mothballed 
only last winter, is the first vessel to be 
withdrawn from the Reserve Fleet in the 
San Francisco area. 








Navy and Marine Women 


The Navy this week called for addi- 
tional women to volunteer for active duty 
and the Marine Corps set up a new pro- 
gram for enlisting and training Women 
Marines. 

The appeal for Wave reservists, both 
officers and enlisted, was made by Vice 
Adm. John W. Roper, Chief of Naval 
Personnel. Waves were asked to volun- 
teer for a minimum of one year of ac- 
tive duty at Naval shore stations in the 
U. S. as replacement for men qualified 
for sea duty. 

The Marine Corps said that, effective 
immediately, applications for enlistment 
will be accepted from women 18 years of 
age, although all applicants below the 
age of 21 will be required to obtain par- 
ental consent. The new enlistment age 
group for women in the Corps is now 
18 through 30, with high school comple- 
tion the minimum educational require- 
ment. 

All women recruits will receive basic 
training at the Marine Corps Recruit De- 
pot, Parris Island, S. C. Each recruit 
class will last six weeks, with 150 women 
in each class. The first of the 18-year- 
old recruits will be assigned to the class 
convening 18 Sept. Women reservists be- 
ing called to active duty who have not 
attended the required number of drill 
periods will also be trained at the Re- 
cruit Depot. 


Pacific Travel 


Navy dependents who travel at their 
own expense to Hawaii, Alaska or other 
Pacific areas to which travel has been 
suspended “will not be subject to reim- 
bursement unless such travel is approved 
by CNO in advance,” the Navy said this 
week. 

The announcement implemented pre- 
vious orders which suspended travel of 
dependents to Pacific destinations after 
14 July.

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Shift Marine Generals 


The Marine Corps has announced a 
shift of general officers including three 
of its airmen. 

Maj. Gen. Field Harris, who has been 
commanding general aircraft, Fleet Ma- 
rine Force, Pacific, and the First Marine 
Aircraft Wing at El Toro, Calif., since 19 
Aug. 1949, is departing for an assignment 
in the Western Pacific. 


He will be succeeded by Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam J. Wallace, who since February 1948 
has been director of aviation and Assist- 
ant Commandant of the Marine Corps for 
Air at Marine Corps Headquarters, Wash- 
ington. 

The new director of aviation and As- 
sistant Commandant of the Marine Corps 
for Air will be Brig. Gen. Clayton C. Je- 
rome. Since 4 Aug. 1949, General Jerome 
has been director of Public Information, 
Recruiting, and History for the Marine 
Corps, at Washington. 

Succeeding General Jerome will be 
Brig. Gen. John C. McQueen, whose last 
duty assignment was director of the 12th 
Reserve District at San Francisco. 

General McQueen won his first Legion of 
Merit on the Army-Navy staff planning the 
Attu and Kiska operations in World War II; 
his second as a staff operations officer in the 
Saipan, Tinian and Guam operations, and 
his third Legion of Merit while Chief of Staff 
for the Sixth Marine Division on Okinawa. 
He graduated from the Naval Academy in 
1921. 

General Harris, a 1917 Naval Academy grad- 
uate, was one of the leaders of the allied 
drive that started rolling the enemy back 
after Guadalcanal. He won his first Legion 
of Merit as Chief of Staff to the commander 
of aircraft at Guadalcanal in the spring of 
1943; his second and third as Commander, 
Aircraft, Northern Solomons, and Command- 
er, Air, Green Island, and his fourth Legion 
of Merit as Director of Marine Corps Avia- 
tion from July, 1944, to August, 1945. General 
Harris remained as Director of Marine Avia- 
tion until February, 1948, when he became 
commanding general Aircraft, Fleet Marine 
Force, Atlantic, and the Second Marine Air- 
craft Wing, Cherry Point, N, C. 

General Wallace was executive officer of 
an air group at Ewa when the enemy struck 
Pearl Harbor. He commanded Marine Air- 
craft Group-23 at Guadalcanal during the 
summer of 1942, and was awarded the Legion 
of Merit and Purple Heart. As a brigadier 
general he became commanding general of 
air defense and fighter command on Okinawa 
from April to August, 1945, and was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal for his lead- 
ership and tactics against the enemy in their 
final defeat. He was born at Church Hill, 
Md., graduated from Washington College, 
Chestertown, Md., and was commissioned a 
second lieutenant in the Marine Corps in 
June 1918. 

General Jerome graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1922 and won his wings three 
years later. He was awarded the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross in 1937 for a hazardous 
jungle rescue of four survivors of a Vene- 
zuelan plane crash. He was awarded two 
Legions of Merit for his efforts on the staff 
of the commander, Aircraft, Solomons, in 
rolling up the Japanese in the South Pacific. 
In the Philippines, as commander of three 
Marine aircraft groups, he gave close air sup- 
port to nearly every Army division operat- 
ing in Luzon, Mindanao and the Sulus. His 
aircraft groups were commended for out- 
standing close support of Army units by Gen- 
erals MacArthur, Kreuger and Eichelberger, 
numerous Corps and Division commanders, 
and were twice awarded the Navy Unit Com- 
mendation. The Army awarded General Je- 
rome his third Legion of Merit, and a Bronze 


Star.

On 31 Aug., the President sent to the 
Senate the nominations of the following 
flag officers for appointment to specified 
duty with the stated grade, rank, pay 
and allowances: 

Vice Adm. Robert B. Carney, USN, to 
have the grade, rank, pay and allowances 
of an Admiral while serving as Com- 
mander in Chief, U. S. Naval Forces, 
Eastern Atlantic and Mediterranean. 

Admiral Richard L. Conolly, USN, to 
have the grade, rank, pay and allowances 
of a Vice Admiral while serving as Presi- 
dent, Naval War College.

Admiral Carney has been in command 
of fleet training maneuvers in the Atlan- 
tic.

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Names in War News 


Official announcements and press dis- 
patches from the Far East told of action 
by the following Army, Navy, Air Force 
and Marine Corps personnel in Korea, as 
the fighting moved into its third month. 

NAVY 

Lt. Comdr. Jerry Lake, flying a Skyraider, 
succeeded in landing aboard a sister-carrier 
of his own ship after his plane was riddled 
with 40mm. shell holes during an attack on 
locomotives in the Pyongyan area of North 
Korea. Commander Lake was uninjured. 

While flying a Corsair, Lt. Comdr. Douglas 
K. English found himself unable to release 
two of his one hundred pound bombs over 
Pyongyang. When the plane landed with a 
thump on the carrier deck, both bombs re- 
leased themselves. One bomb was in good con- 
dition and the other badly beaten up. While 
top-side personnel kept a respectful distance, 
Lt. (jg) John W. Reese unscrewed the det- 
onating fuses of both bombs and tossed the 
damaged one over the side. 

Among the smaller vessels spotted in north- 
eastern Korean ports, three 60-foot power 
boats were severely damaged at Hamhung 
and six 30-foot power boats were strafed 
and rocketed near the northern boundary of 
Korea along with two large sampans sunk. 
Sent out in the early evening to destroy ship- 
ping reported in the Wonsan area, Skyraider 
bombers and Corsair fighters armed with 
rockets spent 30 minutes over the harbor. 
Three well-placed 1000-pound bombs dropped 
from Skyraiders by Lt. (jg) Kenneth L. 
Morse, Ens. Harry L. May and Ens. William 
C. Bailey, sank the corvettes. May, Morse 
and Lt. (jg) Sam G. Gorsline, jr., each placed 
a 1000-pounder into a corvette which caused 
the ship to capsize. Rockets from Corsairs 
led by Lt. Comdr. Leroy P. Smith finished 
off another corvette and the tanker. 

Lt. (jg) Nat Curry was forced to bail out 
of his Corsair fighter when it was hit by 
antiaircraft fire. He landed safely in the 
water, 114 miles from the shore of Songjin. 
As Curry floated around in his pararaft, Lt. 
Comdr. Bill Pittman and Lt. (jg) Bill West 
and the remainder of the flight flew air cover 
over him while a destroyer 60 miles away, 
contacted by the circling planes, raced to the 
scene. Two hours later Curry was safely 
aboard the destroyer with only minor in- 
juries. 

MARINE CORPS 


Marine Corps carrier pilots stepped into a 
new field when they acted as a cover and air 
convoy for an ambulance group removing 
wounded Marines from the battle lines in 
South Korea. The ambulance convoy called 
for the Marine air cover, the first time Ma- 
rines have performed this mission, after they 
had been attacked with mortar and machine 
gun fire while attempting to move the 
wounded. 

The Marine fliers responded by roaring 
back and forth over the road while the am- 
bulance convoy moved to the rear with their 
cargo. Capt. James English headed the aerial 
guard that shepherded the convoy. 

Marine close air support fighter pilots 
blasted Reds in the Southern Sector with 
rockets and seared them with napalm fire 
bombs, paving the way for a Marine and 
Army advance on Sochon and Chinju. Work- 
ing closely with Army and Marine ground 
control spotters Marine carrier-based Corsairs 
eliminated Red mortar positions within 200 
feet of U. S. Marine and Army units. 

Maj. Bill Lundin, strike leader, declared 
after one of the attacks: ‘‘When I pulled out 
of the dive I was surprised to see that one 
of our tanks was less than 200 feet from my 
fire point. The Reds were so close to our boys 
that I first made four dummy runs in order 
to line up the target properly.’’ 

Major Lundin and his wingman, Ist Lt. Jim 
Dunphy, flew so low that they discovered 
cleverly camouflaged trucks and armored ve- 
hicles in a burned and gutted building. They 
called on the leader of the second Marine 
fighter section, Capt. John Skerick, and wing- 
man 2d Lt. Stan Osserman for assistance 
and then the quartet made runs on the build- 
ing. Osserman put the final touch on the 
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structure when he dropped in a napalm 
bomb. 

Even the weathér takes a licking when it 
comes to operating against carrier aircraft 
operations. Capt. Jimmy Thach, naval avia- 
tor and now Commanding Officer of a carrier, 
stepped in on a baby typhoon that threatened 
to interrupt operations of the Marine Corps 
fighter wing and maneuvered the carrier be- 
hind stormy weather to enable his flyers to 
take to the air. 

Notified during the night that the tropical 
disturbance would be in his intended area of 
operations during the day, Captain Thach 
had the storm tracked by radar and weather 
recon airplanes. He then had the carrier 
moved behind the path of the storm so that 
when dawn broke his airmen climbed into 
their airplanes, took off, and were operating 
over the South Korean battlefront in time to 
catch any of the enemy that were planning 
operations under the cover of the weather. 

Most of the Marine operations yesterday 
were based on targets of opportunity in the 
Chinju area. In the final strike of the day 
Capt. Charles Garbe scored a direct hit with 
a 500-pound bomb on a captured U. S. medium 
tank. Sgt. Irving G. Taylor, aviation pilot, 
USMC, was brought down by North Koreans 
as a result of small arms fire piercing an oil 
line. Taylor, uninjured, landed his airplane 
in friendly territory, was picked up and re- 
turned to his ship. 

Marine flyers of the Black Sheep squadron 
flew two four-airplane strikes 15 Aug. against 
Communist artillery and reported ‘‘our bombs 
had magnets on them today.’’ One strike led 
by Maj. William M. Lundin, USMC, destroyed 
a convoy of five horse-drawn artillery pieces 
15 miles northwest of Taegu. Capt. Jim Eng- 
lish, USMC, scored a direct hit on the first 
two guns in the convoy with napalm while 
other members of the flight finished off the 
remaining artillery pieces. 

Described as a perfect strike was action 


against Communist artillery hidden approxi- 
mately 18 miles northwest of Masan on the 
Naktong river. Led by Maj. Ken Reusser, 
Marine flyers reported in to an Army liaison 
airplane which directed the four aircraft to 
the concealed artillery. In the counter-battery 
action lst Lt. Bob Minick, a former member 
of a Marine demonstration squadron at Quan- 
tico, Va., splashed napalm on three huts 
which concealed Communist weapons and 
struck four more hiding places with rockets. 
Maj. Reusser, Capt. Donald Conroy, and Capt. 
John D. Ross each scored direct hits on the 
same targets with 500-pound bombs which 
were followed by rocket fire. 

Describing the day’s actions, Captain Ross, 
the holder of two Distinguished Flying 
Crosses and five Air Medals, said, ‘‘Our bombs 
had magnets on them today; we just couldn't 
miss.’’ 

ARMY 

Lt. Col. Thomas B. Roelofs has set up a 
“little Fort Benning’’ behind the U.N. lines 
to train South Koreans to fight side by side 
with American troops. 

Brig. Gen. Carter W. Clarke, Commanding 
General, Kobe Base Command, at a mass 
decoration ceremony presented the Purple 
Heart Medal to 13 soldiers who were wounded 
in action in Korea. The soldiers decorated 
were ist Lt. Lewis T. Harrison, jr., Sfc.

fices they represented but also because the 
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men who won them were a part of the first 
force ever to fight and make personal sacri- 
fices as a task force of the United Nations 
for the goal of international peace. 

Eight Army Headquarters in Korea has an- 
nounced the award of Distinguished Service 
Crosses to an officer and an enlisted man and 
the award of other decorations to 32 enlisted 
men and 6 officers. Both Distinguished Serv- 
ice Crosses and a Silver Star Medal were 
awarded posthumously, One Silver Star was 
awarded to an officer officially listed as miss- 
ing in action. The posthumous awards and 
the award to the officer missing are as fol- 
lows: ist Lt. William J. Hotchkiss. was 
awarded the DSC, as was Sfe. John P. Little. 

Pfe, Joseph Kriwchu, awarded the Silver 
Star, was mortally wounded at Taejon while 
attempting to run enemy road blocks with 
his jeep loaded with badly needed supplies. 

Capt. Coleman L. Prescott, missing in ac- 
tion, awarded the Silver Star, was manning 
a field artillery observation post during an 
enemy attack near the Kum river, when all 
communications except his radio had been 
disrupted. He continued to radio fire orders 
to the firing batteries after friendly infantry 
had withdrawn and his position was overrun 
by the enemy.

Although specific details could not yet 
be made available, it became known this 
week that during the remainder of 1950 
tthhere will be thousands of airmen pro- 
motions, hundreds of them to top grades. 

For security reasons, the Air Force has 
declined to release data pertaining to 
airmen promotion quotas. 

Air Force officials long have been con- 
cerned about the prolonged freeze on pro- 
motions to the top enlisted grades and 
have felt that morale was hurt by this 
necessity. However, it is recalled that in 
the 7,000 enlisted promotion quota for the 
Air Force during August authority was 
given for promotions to master sergeant 
and technical sergeant. 

Doubtless, the promotion quota for Sep- 
tember will be considerably above that 
of August, as the Air Force expansion 
program moves into high gear.

Huge AF Housing Project 

Housing for military personnel of Spo- 
kane AFB, Wash., became a reality this 
week when it was announced that an $8,- 
$00,000 contract calling for 780 single-fam- 
ily dwellings and duplexes has been 
awarded to the Guthrie Construction Co. 
of Spokane. 

The units are to be erected on two plots 
covering about 200 acres. One section, 
containing 300 units, will be for officers 
and their familigs. The other section of 
480 units will be for enlisted men and de- 
pendents. 

There will be 280 units of two bed- 
rooms; 496, three bedrooms, and four 
units of four bedrooms. Rentals will 
range from $50 to $60 per month for the 
two-bedroom houses and $65 to $75 per 
month for the three-bedroom places. 
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Flight Training Changes 


Formation flying training as a part of 
the aviation cadet course at Randolph 
AFB, Tex., came to an end again last 
week with the announcement of a return 
to the 4-4 class basis. 

The basic pilot training course will be 
reduced to six months from the seven- 
and-half required by the 5-3 plan under 
which the basic cadet training has been 
conducted since the abandonment of the 
4-4 plan in the early spring of this year. 

Apart from the change but announced 
simultaneously was the transfer of Col. 
Eugene L. Strickland, who has headed 
cadet training as commanding officer of 
the 3510th Pilot Training Group since 
June of last year. He will assume com- 
mand of the training group being organ- 
ized at Craig AFB, Selma, Ala. Replacing 
him at Randolph will be Col. Shepler W. 
FitzGerald, jr., who earlier this year be- 
came commandant of cadets. 


The 44 plan which means four six- 
weeks’ periods in basic and four in ad- 
vanced training will enable the advanced 
stations to meet a balanced training pro- 
gram since it will reduce all basic schools 
from five to four classes. The five-three 
class system, officials said, posed a greater 
work load on the three advanced stations 
of the Training Command due to absence 
of the facilities to take care of the five- 
three class flow. 

Along with equalizing the classes in 
basic and advanced to four classes, reduc- 
tions were made in flying and academic 
training. By the order, flight-training will 
be cut from 165 hours to 130 hours while 
academic courses will drop from 195 hours 
to 164, thus bringing the total hours of 
training down to 264 from 295. 


The shortened schedule effects classes 
now in training throughout the Training 
Command. The first graduating class af- 
fected by the basic speed-up is Class 51-C, 
consisting of two cadets, two student offi- 
cers, and 59 French cadets. This class will 
graduate with 51-B about 28 Oct. 


Theory and academic background will 
be emphasized in basic training, with 
practical application at advanced. Total 
flying time will be essentially the same 
for the student, except that six weeks of 
it will be added at advanced bases. Aca- 
demic hours were still under considera- 
tion and no announcement could be made 
at this time. 





AF Military Justice 


The Air Force has stated in AFR 111-5, 
recently issued, that it is the policy of the 
Air Force “to consider outstanding over- 
sea and combat records of persons in- 
volved in offenses warranting punish- 
ment.” The regulation added that, “while 
an oversea or combat record cannot be 
considered as endowing a person with any 
special immunity from punishment for 
offenses committed by him, nevertheless 
the existence of such a record should be 
taken into consideration, both in deter- 
mining the appropriate disposition of the 
offender’s case as well as the severity of 
the punishment imposed on him.”

Air Secretary Speaks 


“Terrible as all war is—and this oné 
is no exception—the Korean aggression 
does have possibilities for good in it. For 
it may be that if we of the free world act 
with sufficient determination and wisdom 
we may have started the long needed 
strengthening of the United Nations for 
the great task for which it is intended— 
the enforcement of peace.” 

This was the message of Secretary of 
the Air Force Thomas K. Finletter, in an 
address on 26 Aug. before the fourth an- 
nual Airpower Banquet of the Air Force 
Association in Boston. 

Reviewing the history of recent events 
in Korea, Secretary Finletter said the de- 
cision by the United States to do its share 
in resisting aggression was made on the 
principle and aspiration that “the free 
peoples in the United Nations had de- 
termined that only through resistance 
would they be able to put an end to the 
recurring jabs and irritations of those 
who use war to further their own im- 
perialistic and subversive purposes. 

“We are now paying the price for our 
determination to fight for the cause of 
peace,” Mr. Finletter asserted. 

Turning to the Air Force’s role in the 
Korean war, Mr. Finletter said: 

‘The Air Force planes in Japan, in accord- 
ance with the purpose for which they were 
intended, were a mixture of jet interceptor 
planes of the F-80 type, a light bomber group 
equipped with B-26s and three fighter bomber 
groups equipped with F-80s. The F-80 is not 
the ultimate in fighter bombers but it has 
proved itself an effective interim weapon. All 
objective reports from Korea support the 
fact that this conclusion, based upon peace- 
time tests, has been confirmed fully by the 
greatest test of war. The range of the F-80s 
extended by improvising large wing tanks so 
that the F-80s could remain over the battle- 
field for a substantial period of time—even 
close to the ground where the highest con- 
sumption of jet fuel takes place. The F-80s 
drove the enemy planes from the air, and 
the United Nations have had from the be- 
ginning practically total air superiority. The 
Communist forces did use at the outset some 
piston engine Yak planes but the presence 
of the F-80s has driven them from the air 
with insignificant resistance on their part. 

“Other planes too have been used. Be- 
cause of the complete air superiority as- 
sured by our jet fighters we have been able 
to use some older types of aircraft also. The 
World War II piston engined F-51 and the 
twin Mustang F-82 have also played im- 
portant roles as ground attack and fighter 
bomber by night as well as day. Navy and 
Marine planes too have been effective in 
close support. 

“The medium bombers, the B-29s, have 
also been used in the land battle. At the out- 
set we had 2/3 of a group of B-29s on Guam 
and these were brought to Okinawa. The Air 
Force augmented this force by 4 groups of 
B-29s which since then have bombed the 
rear areas of the Communist army to carry 
out the fundamental strategic purpose of de- 
nying the sources of supply to the fighting 
enemy at the front. The B-29s have even 
been brought into the tactical effort and on 
occasions have bombed concentrations of 


troops, bridges, and other military targets: 


close to the battle area. 
Need Fast Planes 

“You may be interested in some of the 
hasty comments that have been made rela- 
tive to the capacity of the jet F-80 as con- 
trasted with slower conventional fighters 
such as the World War II F-5is. It has been 
suggested that the F-80 is so fast that it 
cannot hit its target as well as the slower 
F-51. I don’t know what conclusion should 
be drawn from this statement but I suppose 
the conclusion would be that the Air Force 
should reduce its emphasis on jets and should 
substitute the slower piston engine planes 
for them. 

“‘Any such policy would be disastrous. The 
first task of an air force is to get air su- 
periority and this can be done only by hav- 
ing airplanes which are fast enough and 
have fire power enough to drive the enemy 
from the skies. In tactical warfare only the 
modern jets can achieve this air superiority. 
The slower piston engine planes of World 
War II would not last long against a force

will be 71 deferred by a similar selection 
board last December. Any officer among 
this group not recommended by the pres- 
ent board will be separated from the 
service, as required by the Officer Person- 
nel Act. 

The board will be convened under au- 
thority of the Officer Personnel Act of 
1947 and the Women’s Armed Services 
Integration Act of 1948. 

Although officials at USAF Headquar- 
ters decline still to release the details 
of instructions to the field with regard 
to field grade temporary promotion cri- 
teria being used in planning for tempo- 
rary advancements, THE JOURNAL has 
learned that the following criteria are 
being used by one command and presuma- 
bly by all others. 

It has been emphasized that these cri- 
teria were set up for planning purposes 
only and that when data from field com- 
mands are assembled at USAF Headquar- 
ters, the same or different criteria may 
be used for the actual selection board 
action, which will probably take place 
this fall. 

According to information received by 
THE JOURNAL, the following promotion 
criteria are being used in the commands 
to ascertain the number of officers who 
would be eligible for advancement: 

To Colonel: All Air Reserve or Air National 
Guard officers currently serving on active 
duty in the grade of Lieutenant Colonel who 
hold valid commissions as Colonel in the 
Air Reserve or Air National Guard. 

All Regular and Non-Regular officers serv- 
ing on active duty in grade of Lieutenant 
Colonel, regardless of permanent grade, 
whose date of initial appointment in that 
grade is prior to 1 July 1945 and who served 
on active duty in the grade of Lieutenant 
Colonel or higher at least 20 months prior 
to 30 June 1947. 

To Lieutenant Colonel: All Reserve or Air 
National Guard officers currently serving on 
active duty in grade of Major who hold 
valid commissions as Lieutenant Colonel in 
the Air Reserve or ANG. 

All Regular and Non-Regular officers on 
active duty in the grade of Major, regardless 
of permanent grade, whose date of initial 
appointment in that grade is prior to 1 Nov. 
1945 and who served on active duty in grade 
of Major or higher at least 16 months prior 





to 30 June 1947. 

To Major: All Reserve or ANG officers 
currently serving on active duty in the grade 
of Captain who hold valid commissions as 
Major in the Air Reserve or ANG. 

All Regular and Non-Regular officers cur- 
rently serving on active duty as Captains, 
regardless of the permanent grade, whose 
date of initial appointment in that grade is 
prior to 1 Nov. 1945 and who served on ac- 
tive duty in the grade of Captain or higher 
at least 16 months prior to 30 June 1947. 

The findings of the various field com- 
mands are slated to reach USAF Head- 
quarters this month. Then, after the in- 
formation is reviewed and coordinated, 
presumably announcement will be made 
of the convening of selection boards to 
recommend officers for temporary ad- 
vancement. 

It is recalled that soon after the war 
broke out in Korea, the Air Force or- 
dered implementation of temporary pro- 
motions for all officers who had been on 
waiting lists. 

With the expansion program now be- 
ing accelerated, it is evident that hun- 
dreds, if not thousands, of vacancies will 
develop to permit temporary promotions. 
Additionally, the Air Force must align 
the rank of Reserve officers who remained 
on active duty with that of Reservists 
being recalled to active duty who gained 
higher rank as a result of terminal pro- 
motions. 

Meantime, the Air Force has said also 
that approximately 5000 officers are being 
considered for temporary promotions to 
captain and first lieutenant. 

The following officers are eligible for 
consideration for promotion to Captain: 

1. All Reserve and Air National Guard offi- 
cers serving on extended active duty as first 
lieutenants who hold a captain’s grade in 
their Reserve component. 

2. All other officers serving as first lieuten- 
ants, whose date of initial appointment in 
that grade was prior to 1 March 1946, and 
who served at least 12 months on active duty 
as a first lieutenant prior to 30 June 1947. 
This eligibility criteria is designed to pro- 
vide these officers fair and equitable consid- 
eration with their contemporaries who pos- 
sess Reserve and Air National Guard appoint- 
ments in the grade of Captain. 

For promotion to first lieutenant: 

1. All Reserve or Air National Guard first 
lieutenants serving on active duty as second 
lieutenants. Major Air Force commanders 
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are being delegated authority to promote 
qualified officers who meet this criteria. 

Air Force commanders must submit the 
names of all eligible officers considered for 
promotion to Captain to Headquarters, USAF, 
for final approval. Promotions will be made 
from the consolidated lists by Headquarters, 
USAF, in accordance with Air Force require- 
ments.

Vital Service Legislation. The prompt action of the Congress in providing allow- 
ances for families of enlisted personnel of the Armed Forces is extremely gratifying. 
The amounts authorized are scarcely sufficient to provide adequately for the support 
of dependents, but they go far toward relieving acute distress, especially of families 
of National Guard and Reserve members called to active duty because of the Korean 
emergency. Men with dependents are not at present being inducted under Selective 
Service, but married men may have to be drafted to fill the ranks of the expanded 
Services, in which event their families will have the protection of the new legislation. 
The new bill will, of course, also apply to families of career enlisted personnel of the 
Regular Services. Provision for family allowances is one of several important steps 
which should be taken promptly to provide minimum financial security for Service 
personnel and their families under present conditions. Other pending measures would 
assure medical care for Service families and provide for a limited exemption from 
Federal income tax. Apparently the Congress is practically unanimously in favor of 
medical care for dependents, but the Defense Department not only is reluctant to 
approve the proposal, but apparently is opposed to it. This evident opposition appears 
to stem from the ill-advised economy move that led to the closing of several military 
hospitals, just prior to the time when it was dramatically demonstrated that additional 
medical facilities were most urgently needed, because of the Korean trouble and the 
resultant expansion of the Services. Fortunately the Congress is almost certain to over- 
ride official objections and enact the necessary legislation to provide continued medical 
care for dependents. Limited exemption from income taxation of Service pay appears 
well on the way toward enactment. However, in its present form the bill would 
restrict its benefits to those actually serving in the combat zone, a discrimination 
that should be eliminated. Tax-exemption for Service personnel should be worldwide 
and ‘not governed by the accident of assignment, Under the pending measure a 
seriously wounded person would retain his exemption only while in the combat zone, 
and would lose it when he is returned to the United States for treatment. On the 
other hand, the military pay of a less seriously wounded individual, treated in the 
theater of operations, would be exempt from tax. Such a distinction is farcical and 
should be removed. 


Faster than Sound. The unbelievably fast little airplane, the Bell X-1, the 
first aircraft ever to exceed the speed of sound, has been retired to the National 
Air Museum at Boston. This sturdy research plane represents a recent milestone in 
the amazing progress of aviation. Less than a half century ago, on 17 Dec. 1903, 
the Wright brothers, for the first time in the history of mankind, flew a heavier- 
than-air machine in a controlled flight. Less than three years ago, on 14 Oct. 1947, 
Capt. Charles E. Yeager, USAF, flew the Bell X-1 faster than the speed of sound. 
Since that time the X-1 and its successors have been flown many times at supersonic 
speeds so great, that for security reasons they have not been announced. There is 
reason to believe that speeds above 1,000 miles an hour have been attained. The 
so-called sonic barrier has not only been penetrated, it has been shattered. In the 
47 years that have elapsed since the epoch-making flight of the Wrights at Kitty 
Hawk, mastery of the air has exceeded the wildest dreams of the most daring aviation 
pioneers. Aviation has added a new and tremendously powerful instrument of war- 
fare, so terrible as to provide a tremendous influence for peace. The successful con- 
quest of the air has not only revolutionized world travel; it has also revolutionized 
world thought. In the achievements of aviation the military services have teamed 
with science and industry to produce aircraft, not only of tremendous military 
importance, but also of great value in civilian pursuits. The attainment of speeds 
exceeding that of sound by Air Force pilots of the X-1 and its successors is one 
of many daring exploits by military flyers of all Services that have made air 
travel faster and safer. The X-1 not only marks an achievement but it also poses 
a challenge for the future. New air frontiers are ever beckoning to the scientist, 
the designer, the manufacturer and the aviator. 


Tragedy at Sea. Sorrow at the loss of personnel in the tragic sinking of the 
U. S. Navy Hospital Ship Benevolence is tempered by the knowledge of the gallant 
rescue of nearly 500 of those aboard the ill-fated vessel. The mercy ship was on a 
trial run after reactivation as a floating hospital for those wounded in Korea. 
Suddenly out of a dense fog near the entrance to San Francisco Bay a freighter 
bore down on the ship and rammed it, causing the vessel to sink within a few 
minutes, with no opportunity to launch lifeboats. However, excellent discipline pre- 
vailed and members of the ship’s complement and hospital staff aided each other in 
keeping afloat by clinging to rafts and life preservers. Rescue operations were 
greatly hampered by the heavy fog. Nevertheless, Navy vessels, Army tugs, mer- 
chantmen and fishing craft were soon on the scene saving the lives of hundreds from 
the chill waters of the Pacific. A fine ship has been lost and a score or more have 
died in the tragedy, but the heroic rescue of nearly 500 survivors will long live in 
the annals of our sea service.

Military ‘-axation 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

The current discussions in Congress 
relative to increased taxation prompt me 
to write to you on two points, both of 
which have to do with improvement of 
the financial well-being of Service per- 
sonnel. First, there is the problem of tax 
exemptions. As you know, the $1500 tax 
exemption for officers and the total ex- 
emption for enlisted personnel formerly 
in effect terminated at midnight, 31 Dec., 
1948, and a so-called pay increase with 
total taxation was enacted in mid-1949. 
In many instances, this so-called pay in- 
crease has actually resulted in little, if 
any, appreciable increase in take-home 
pay. That there is still ample precedent 
for tax exemptions is evident when we 
consider that about one or two years ago 
Congress passed and the President ap- 
proved bills which 

(a) Increased Congress salaries $5,000, 
half of which is tax-exempt; 

(b) Increased President’s salary, $90,000, 
$50,000 of which is tax-exempt. 

In my opinion, the Congress and the 
President should do no less than to ex- 
tend similar assistance to the Armed 
Services by either resuming former ex- 
emptions or increasing such exemptions, 
perhaps to total exemption, in order to 
aid Service personnel in maintaining a 
reasonable standard of living in the face 
of rising costs piled on already inflated 
costs. Service personnel no longer are 
able to maintain the standard of living in 
many areas that normally has been ex- 
pected or required of them by the customs 
of either the military or civilian world. 
If some concession is deemed desirable 
for personnel in combat areas (these may 
be difficult to define in sea/air combat) 
additional pay such as was formerly 
given for sea or overseas duty appears to 
be appropriate. 

Another area in which remedial action 
by the Congress appears to be necessary 
is in the field of veterans benefits. Under 
existing provisions of law or administra- 
tive procedures by the Veterans Admin- 
istration and associated agencies regular 
Service personnel who are in fact vet- 
erans are not legally or actually entitled 
to certain benefits as the purchase of a 
house, for example, if they have not been 
discharged or separated.

Korean Air Summary 


Recapitulating Far East Air Forces ac- 
tion during the first two months of the 
Korean war, Lt. Gen. George E. Strate- 
meyer, USAF, Commanding General, has 
reported that in 20,500 sorties airmen have 
“severely crippled” the enemy. 

The FEAF summary told of the con- 
firmed destruction of 110 North Korean 
tanks, with no evaluated estimate given 
on the number damaged in more than 600 
attacks on tanks, armored cars and half- 
tracks. 

Casualties were given as 26 dead, 45 
missing and 23 wounded. The FEAF com- 
mander said 58 Air Forces planes were 
lost, compared with 72 enemy aircraft. 

The B-29 force, he said, flew more than 
1500 sorties to drop 11,500 tons of bombs. 
Fighters and bombers were credited with 
destruction or damage to 142 locomotives, 
800 box cars, 212 bridges, 3133 vehicles 
and 180 field guns.

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. SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The future status of Formosa suddenly became a topic of 
national and international discussion this week with the recall, but subsequent 
publication, of a controversial statement on the strategic value of the island by 
General of the Army Douglas MacArthur, Commander of the United States Forces 
in the Far East. The statement was prepared for delivery to the annual encamp- 
ment of the Veterans of Foreign Wars in Chicago last Monday, but prior to delivery 
was withdrawn by the general at the direction of the President. 

The statement had been widely distributed in advance to press associations 
and newspapers throughout the country, but was not seen by the President until 
two days before its scheduled delivery. Since the views of General MacArthur as 
reflected in his message differed materially in some respects from the settled foreign 
policy of the country the President felt it necessary to direct its withdrawal. The 
general complied, but not before a national magazine containing the statement had 
gone to press. 

As a result several newspapers printed the statement and it was inserted 
in the Congressional Record by Representative Joseph Martin (R-Mass.), House 
minority leader, who joined other Republicans in sharply censuring the President 
for imposing what was termed a “gag” on General MacArthur. . 

The general’s statement was a 2,000-word well-reasoned document, empha- 
Sizing that it was essential to the peace of the world and to the security of the 
United States that Formosa remain in friendly hands. The statement was not cleared 
with the Defense Department, the State Department or the President prior to its 
dissemination. 

In his statement General MacArthur pointed out that a chain of islands in 
the Western Pacific in an arc from the Aleutians to the Marianas, held by us or by 
our free allies, acts as a protective shield for the Americas and the free lands of 
the Pacific Ocean area, From the island chain, the general asserts, we can dominate 
with air power every Asiatic port from Vladivostok to Singapore, and prevent any 
hostile move into the Pacific. 

The general calls attention to the fact that any predatory attack from Asia 
must be an amphibious effort, but no amphibious force can be successful with our 
control of the sea lanes and of the air over the line of advance. However, he adds, if 
Formosa were held by an unfriendly power it would constitute “an unsinkable aircraft 
carrier and submarine tender ideally located to accomplish offensive strategy, and at 
the same time checkmate defensive or counter-offensive operations by friendly forces 
based on Okinawa and the Philippines.” 

In his statement General MacArthur omitted any reference to the interest of 
the United Nations and apparently assumed that the United States was in a position 
to guarantee the retention of Formosa in friendly hands, i.e., the Chinese nationalists. 
However, the President has made no such commitment. He has gone no farther 
than to utilize the Seventh Fleet to assure the neutralization of Formosa, pending 
the outcome of the current Korean conflict, with its ultimate legal status to be 
determined, not unilaterally by the United States, but by international action. 

In announcing that he had directed the withdrawal of the MacArthur state- 
ment the President said he had done so to avoid confusion. At the same time he 
released a letter to Ambassador Warren Austin, United States delegate to the United 
Nations, in which he restated the American position with reference to Formosa. The 
President said that the United States has not encroached on the territory of China, 
nor taken aggressive action toward that country. The action taken, he said, came 
at a time when Communist authorities openly threatened an attack which might 
endanger the security of the United Nations Forces in Korea and extend the conflict 
to the entire Pacific area. He emphasized that the impartial neutralization of the 
isiand was not inspired by a desire to acquire a special position for the United States 
with regard to Formosa. 

The President said the action was without prejudice to the future political set- 
tlement of the status of Formosa. He indicated that this would be determined by 
international agreement. 

Subsequently the President sent a message to General MacArthur outlining 
American policy with reference to Formosa, and expressing his satisfaction with 
the general’s conduct of the Korean operations. The White House and General Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters indicated that the incident was considered closed. However, 
Republican members of Congress said the apparent disagreement between the Presi- 
dent and his principal military field commander would be a lively topic for political 
discussion during the forthcoming Congressional election campaign. 

In his closing days as president of the Security Council of the United Nations, 
Soviet Delegate Jacob Malik seized on the Formosa question as an opportunity 
for another propaganda diatribe against the United States. He demanded that the 
Formosa matter be considered by the United Nations, a proposal with which the 
United States concurred, insisting, however, that it not displace the pending question 
of the aggression in Korea. By a vote of 7 to 2, with nationalist China and Cuba 
dissenting, the Council agreed to consider the Formosa question after disposing of 
the case of Korea. However, Malik was defeated in an effort to invite a representative 
of the Red regime of China to appear before the Council during consideration of 
the Formosa matter. 

The MacArthur incident overshadowed another apparent disagreement with 
administration policy disclosed in a speech of Secretary of the Navy Francis P. 
Matthews in Boston. The Navy Secretary declared that the United States should 
assume the leadership for world peace and, if necessary, should be willing to start 
a war to insure cooperation for world peace, even though we might be regarded as 
“ageressors for peace.” The speech did not receive prior policy clearance by the 
State or Defense Departments, and was promptly disavowed by the State Depart- 
ment, which said the United States was opposed to starting any war. Subsequently 
Mr. Matthews said the speech represented his own views and not those of the 
administration. 

The Matthews speech was interpreted in some quarters as advocacy of a pre- 
ventive war, and as indicating a willingness to strike first, rather than await a 
probable attack by an aggressor. This is the first time such a course has received 
any encouragement from any responsible official source, and for this reason the 
disavowal of the State Department was prompt and emphatic. 

The Matthews speech and the MacArthur statement will probably result in 
more rigorous enforcement of existing directives requiring statements of officials on 
foreign policy to be cleared by the State Department prior to publication. 

















Voluntary Service Reiit Control—In the face of reports from other sections of the 
country of stiff rent increases for military personnel and their dependents, an an- 
nouncement by officials of the 8th Infantry Division at Ft. Jackson, S. C., is encourag- 
ing. Citizens of Columbia, S. C., adjacent to the reactivated post, and military 


| authorities from Ft. Jackson Rave established a Rent Mediation Committee to insure 





that enlisted men and officers will be provided needed housing at a rental which is 
fair both to the rentor and rentee alike. 

This Rent Mediation Committee consists of five members as follows: a chairman, 
appointed by the Columbia Chamber of Commerce and the Military Advisory Com- 
mittee, a group of interested Columbia citizens; two members appointed by the 
Columbia Real Estate Board to represent the real estate dealers and owners; and 
two members named by the Commanding General of Ft. Jackson to represent the 
Army. At present these two Army members are the Post G-I and the Billeting Officer. 


All real estate dealers and all owners of rental property have been asked to file 
their permanent listings with the Ft. Jackson Biileting Office and all military per- 
sonnel have been asked to contact these dealers and owners through the Billeting 
Office. In addition, all military personnel renting in Columbia and vicinity are 
required to report to the Billeting Office all property rented and the price paid or 
asked. To facilitate the above a branch of the Billeting Office has been established in 
the office of the Columbia Chamber of Commerce. 

The committee will insist that all contracts or leases between real estate agents 
or owners and military personnel will contain a uniform 15-day “military cancellation 
clause,” whereby the lessee can vacate within 15 days after giving notice, if he is 
required to move by military orders. The Army will place “off limits” any rental prop- 
erty of which the owner or agent undertakes to charge a price in excess of that 
deemed fair by the Rent Mediation Committee. Moreover, if a military person is pay- 
ing more than the price set by the committee, he will be required by the Commanding 
General to vacate the dwelling 15 days under the provisions of the 15-day military 
clause unless the rent is adjusted. If the rent is not adjusted, the dwelling will be 
vacated and placed “off limits.” 

In arriving at a fair rental for all types of dwellings the Rent Mediation Com- 
mittee will use as a basis an 8 per cent gross return based on the reproduction cost 
of the dwelling, less depreciation, plus the value of the lot. The proposed rental will 
be compared with rents charged for like dwellings in comparable neighborhoods in 
the Columbia area. 


Realistic Training Recognized—Military authorities are expressing gratification 
at the favorable nationwide reception of General Mark Clark’s recent instructions 
to all training commanders immediately to reinstitute realistic training techniques 
employed so successfully during World War II, including the use of live ammunition. 
The feeling at the Pentagon is that civilian officials, in and out of Government, have 
realized that many casualties in Korea could have been averted had combat troops 
been subjected to tougher training programs. 

After World War II, the Services, notably the Army, in the face of Congressional 
pressure and stiff economy cuts, were forced to modify the realistic training pro- 
gams employed during the war. As a result, dispatches from the Far East repeatedly 
have told of some troops being sent into action without their ever having heard 
actual battle noises before and without the skills acquired only in rigorous combat 
indoctrination. 

Apparently, the war in Korea has convinced the Nation that failure to provide 
troops with experience gained in realistic training exercises has been too costly. 
This awakening is evidenced plainly in the overwhelming support for General Clark’s 
new training order. General Clark is Commanding General, Army Field Forces. 

But beyond the present emergency, military officials are hoping that the lesson, 
once learned, will not soon be forgotten. Their contention has been always that the 
ability of a soldier to fight with maximum individual efficiency is as vital—if not 
more so—than his having superiority in potentiality of his weapons. It is admitted, 
of course, that simulation of actual battle conditions in training programs will result 
in some casualties. But voluminous statistical data compiled during World War II 
shows that these training casualties are relatively few in number when compared to 
the hundreds of lives which are saved in actual combat because troops are equipped, 
by virtue of their training, to fight as skilfully as possible. 


Removal of Maximum Punishments—By Executive Order, President Truman has 
removed the maximum punishments prescribed by the Manual for Courts-Martial 
for the offenses of desertion, aiding or advising others to desert, absence without 
leave, assaulting or willfully disobeying a superior officer, assaulting, disobeying or 
being insubordinate to a warrant officer or non-commissioned officer and misbehavior 
of sentinels. 

The Executive Order is limited in its application to persons within the Far East 
Command or within the area controlled by the Commander-in-Chief, Far East. The 
effect of the Executive Order is to make permissible the sentence of death by a gen- 
eral court-martial upon findings of guilty or willfully disobeying or of assaulting a 
superior officer, and any sentence less than death for any of the other listed offenses. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Manual for Courts-Martial, the maxi- 
mum punishments provided for the offenses referred to are automatically removed 
upon declaration of war. In order to effect the removal, the Executive Order was 
necessary in view of the fact that no formal declaration of war has been made by the 
United States Government. 


Cost of Defense Items—The marked increase in the cost of defense items which 
has occurred since 1939 was pointed up in a report to the House by Representative 
Sheppard (D-Calif). He noted that where it cost $.41 per day or $150 a year to feed 
a serviceman in 1939, present cost is put at $1 per day or $365 annually. Clothing 
and individual equipment per soldier rose from $122 to $377. 

With regard to aircraft costs, it was stated that a B-17 bomber cost $330,000 in 
1939; F-51, $67,000; and F-47, $113,000. By contrast, the price of a B-50 today is placed 
at between $1.2 and $1.4 million; B-47, $2.75 million to $3 million; B-36, $3.25 million 
to $3.5 million, with the F-84 listed at $175,000 to $200,000; and F-86, $250,000 to $275,000. 

Where a 1,630 ton destroyer, including ordnance, cost $7 million in 1939, present 
requirement for a destroyer of 3,650 tons is placed at $40 million. 

The cost of a light tank increased stupendously, according to the report, from 
$27,000 to $225,000. 

Representative Sheppard’s report emphasized, of course, that the increased cur- 
rent costs reflect both higher prices and qualitative superiority of current equipment 
compared to pre-World War II materiel. 
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Larger Air Force—A hint that the Air Force may be expanded even beyond 
the 69 groups envisioned in the current expansion program is contained in an 
important address delivered by Secretary of the Air Force Thomas K. Finletter 
before the Air Force Association in Boston on 26 Aug. Emphasizing that Air Force 
officials “are not complacent or self-satisfied about our Air Force—even at the 69 
group level,” Mr. Finletter declared that “we are searching out and will continue 
to search out every possible deficiency in our air power—in our bases, our installa- 
tions, our planes, the training of the men and everything else that goes to make 
up a fighting Air Force. We will remedy deficiencies as we find them. We intend 
to have the kind of Air Force the country needs in the air age. I pledge you we will 
leave nothing undone which can lead us to this end.” 


Carriers Are “Artillery’—Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, USN, Chief of Naval 
Operations, has described carriers operating in Korean waters as “artillery of great 
mobility.” In an interview in Tokyo, Admiral Sherman said that since the end of 
June, naval strength in the Far East has been increased by 45,000 men, not including 
the Marines. He said 150 vessels of all types are now on active duty in the Korean 
and Formosa waters with more coming out of “mothballs” to augment this force. 

As to the carrier’s role, Admiral Sherman said that one great lesson learned from 
the conflict in Korea is that the carrier can be used as artillery of great mobility. He 
said, “you can move a plane fast, but not its base.” 


Hospital Visits to Battle Wounded—Far East Command General Headquarters 
has revealed that the Government will provide transportation to and from hospitals 
in Japan for dependents of personnel wounded or injured in Korea. An announcement 
said the visits “will be made possible at the earliest practicable moment following 
hospitalization in Japan if it is determined that the patient will remain hospitalized 
for a sufficient length of time and if his condition permits.” Called “Project Visits,” the 
program for the dependents who are in Japan provides quarters and messing 
facilities must be available at hospitalization points before the travel is authorized. 


AF Russian Language Course—-A new method of teaching foreign language, one 
that reverses the old order, is being used in the current Russian language course at 
the Air Force School of Aviation Medicine, Randolph AFB, Tex. Sgt. Alexander Hos- 
zowskyi, the instructor, is drilling his 12 students first in writing Russian rather than 
reading it, which is the usual procedure. Sergeant Hoszowskyi, a technician in the 
aeromedical school’s ear-nose-throat research laboratory, said that it has been found 
by Russian instructors at Harvard and also at Radcliffe University that this method 
results in more efficient use of the visual sense. It is believed to be the first time that 
the system has been used in Texas, Sergeant Hoszowskyi said. 

The Russian course is provided by the aviation medical school’s Information- 
Education section headed by Capt. Max W. Wilemon, and marks the first time that it 
has been offered. The class is composed of officers and airmen at the school. 

Sergeant Hoszowskyi was born at Lwow, at that time a part of Poland. He served 
in the Polish underground against the German army during World War II. Following 
his liberation he was successful in migrating to the United States and is now in 
process of becoming an American citizen. 


Quartermaster Corps—Col. Gaylord B. Kidwell has reported for duty as Chief of 
the Administrative Division, Office of the Quartermaster General, succeeding Lt. 
Col. John D. Peterman, who has been alerted for duty in the Far East. Col. George E. 
Hartman has assumed command of the Schenectady General Depot, N. Y. 


Transportation Corps—Brig. Gen. Edward H. Lastayo, formerly Assistant Chief 
of Transportation, has assumed command of the New York Port of Embarkation 
succeeding Brig. Gen. Paul F. Yount, who left last week for a new assignment in the 
Far East, it was announced. General Lastayo, who was at the New York Port 
of Embarkation from February 1946 until June 1949 as both Deputy Port Commander 
and Chief of Staff, will command the largest single installation of the Army’s Trans- 
portation Corps. With headquarters at the Brooklyn Army Base, it is the East Coast 
hub of all Army supply from Atlantic ports to the European Command and to bases 
as widespread as Greenland and Iran. : 


Ordnance Corps—An Ordnance Replacement Training Center which will increase 
the post capacity for training 11,000 soldiers will be activated at Aberdeen Proving 
‘Ground, Md., according to Maj. Gen. E. E. MacMorland, APG commanding general. 
Lt Col. Martin S. Werngren has been assigned as commanding officer of the camp 
and Maj. Gregg L. McKee is the executive officer. This is one of 11 advanced training 
-centers being established to speed the specializd training of men to cope with the 
present emergency. 


Infantry Center—Brig. Gen. George Honnen has been appointed Assistant Com- 
mandant of the Infantry School, succeeding Brig. Gen. J. Sladen Bradley at Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga. Col. Thomas J. Kane has been appointed Infantry Center Ordnance officer, 
replacing Col. Charles M. Crawford, who is leaving for a new assignment. 


Air University JA—Col. Francis W. Schweikhardt has been assigned to duty with 
the Air University, Maxwell AFB, Ala., as Command Judge Advocate. Colonel 
Schweikhardt comes to the Air University from Headquarters, USAF in Europe, 
Weisbaden, Germany, where he was Staff Judge Advocate from June, 1946, to July, 
1950. He replaces Col. W. Stanley Dolan, who was Command Judge Advocate, Air 
University, for more than four years prior to his recent transfer to Weisbaden. Colonel 
Dolan assumed the position vacated by Colonel Schweikhardt in Headquarters, United 
States Air Force in Europe. 


Ten-Motor Bomber—The first B-36 to be modified by installation of four jet en- 
gines in addition to the six engines on earlier B-36 models has been accepted by the 
Air Force from Consolidated Vultee Corporation at Ft. Worth, Tex., after a year of 
flight tests by Convair. The bomter has horsepower equalling that of 420 average 
automobile engines and a service ceiling of more than 45,000 feet. Its maximum speed 
is reported at more than 435 miles an hour. Earlier B-36’s are being returned to the 
aircraft plant at Ft. Worth, Tex., for the installation of jet engines and other 
improvements. 


Air Force Dental Service—Col. Thomas C. Daniels, Chief of the Dental Service, 
~ Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio, was retired 31 Aug. after more than 35 years service. 
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Army Field Forces—Recently assigned to the Office, Chief of Army Field Forces, 
(OCAFF), Ft. Monroe, Va., commanded by General Mark W. Clark, were: Lt. Col. 
Floy W. McGinn, Lt. Col. Richard A. Blair, Maj. William F. West, and Maj. John E. 
Finch, all of whom have had recent tours of duty in Korea. 

Colonel McGinn, who has been in Korea since July 1948 as a member of the 
U. S. Military Advisory Group, has been assigned to the G-3 (Training) Section of 
OCAFF. Colonel Blair, who has been assigned to the Ordnance Section, OCAFF, 
returned from the Far East in August 1949, after spending almost a year and a half 
in Korea, and eight months in Japan. Major West, assigned to the G-3 Section of 
OCAFF, was a member of the U. S. Military Mission to Korea from 1946 to 1949. 
Major Finch, a wartime training officer for the 10th Armored Division, was S-4 
(Supply) for the 96th Military Government Group in Korea—an assignment he held 
until May 1948. 


Navy Corpsmen in Korea—The Navy revealed this week that a total of 17 Navy 
medical personnel have been killed, wounded or are listed as missing in action in 
Korea. Most of them, the Navy said, were hospitalmen and hospital corpsmen serving 
with combat Marines. The casualty figures were almost double those of all the other 
Navy casualties, which numbered 10 on 28 Aug. 

The “splendid service” of the Navy medical personnel in Korea was cited by 
the Marine Commandant, General Clifton B. Cates. In a message to Rear Adm. C. A. 
Swanson, Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, on the 108th anniversary 
of the Bureau, 31 Aug., General Cates said: “It is especially fitting to congratulate 
you and your organization on the splendid service being rendered to Marines every- 
where, and particularly to those now engaged in combat in Korea.” 

The Bureau, which has served as the guiding agency for the Navy and Marine 
Corps in matters of health and disease through four major wars, was established 
on 31 Aug. 1842. Its fundamental mission was reduced to a single phrase in World 
War II: “To keep as many men at as many guns as many days as possible.” Its sta- 
tistics show that 97.8 per cent of Navy and Marine Corps battle casualties survived 
in World War II. 

Navy medical personnel, of whom the vast majority are hospital corpsmen, 
were frequently cited in World Wars I and II for outstanding valor and distinguished 
service. The country’s highest award, the Medal of Honor, has been given 13 hospital 
corpsmen. The Navy Hospital Corps received a blanket commendation from the 
Secretary of the Navy for its World War II service, the first time in the history of 
the Navy that a single corps had received such recognition. 


Korean Air Mailman—ist Lt. Lynn E. Garner of the Air Force, “The Flying 
Postman of Korea,” has gained recognition as the first postman in the history of the 
Armed Forces to fly mail in and out of besieged territory. A member of the Air 
Force’s first Air Postal Squadron, he is flying mail on regular schedules to bases in 
Korea from Japan and returns with outgoing letters. Mail from the United States is 
sorted in Japan on one day and is in the hands of men in Korea the next. 


Army Finance Corps—Visitors to the Office, Chief of Finance this past week 
included Lt. Col. William C. Howell, FC, en route to Headquarters 4th Army from 
his former station in Eucom; Lt. Col. Charles H. Miles, jr., FC, currently assigned 
to the staff USMA, West Point, N. Y.; and Col. William C. Thompson, FC, who will 
attend the next class of the Advanced Course at the Army Finance School, St. Louis, 
Missouri. 

Lt. Col. Curtis A. Schrader, FC, Chief, Military Personnel Division, OCF, has been 
named by Maj. Gen. Eugene M. Foster, Army Chief of Finance, to attend the Indus- 
trial College of the Armed Forces, Ft. L. J. McNair. He has been on duty in the 
Office, Chief of Finance for the past two and one-half years. His replacement has 
not been named, In the interim, General Foster announced that Maj. Harry N. 
Jones, jr., FC, will serve as Acting Chief of the Military Personnel Division, OCF. 


Signal Corps—Lt. Col. George E. Pickett, formerly Chief, Signal Corps Career 
Management Branch, has assumed duties as Assistant Chief, Personnel and Training 
Division, Office of the Chief Signal Officer. He replaces Lt. Col. J. C. Monahan, who is 
attending the next class at the Army War College, Fort Leavenworth, Kans. Lt. Col. 
Timothy H. McKenzie is the new Chief, Signal Corps Career Management Branch. 


Navy Chaplains Corps—Lt. Comdr. O. E. Sporrer, ChC, USN, is serving with 
the 1st Marine Division in Korea. Lt. J. J. Reardon, ChC, USN, escaped uninjured 
from the sinking of the hospital ship, USS Benevolence. His heroism was praised by 
Lt. Eleanor Harrington, a Navy Nurse, and by the owner and operator of the fishing 
boat, “Flora,” a Mr. Napoli. The fisherman, who sped to the rescue scene, said that 
as he was trying desperately to rescue as many as possible he kept saying in Italian: 
“God, give me strength to pull these people aboard.” One was a priest (Chaplain 
Reardon) who understood what Mr. Napoli was saying and said, “Don’t bother with 
me...get the others ...and don’t worry... God will give you strength.” 


Army Veterinary Corps—-An Army Veterinary Corps exhibit, “Rabies Control,” 
won first prize in a group of 40 exhibits in the Educational category at the annual 
meeting of the American Veterinary Medical Association, held at Miami Beach, Fla., 
21-24 Aug. The Corps was represented at the meeting by its chief, Brig. Gen. James. 
A. McCallam. Designed by the Medical Illustration Service of. the Armed Forces 
Institute of Pathology, the exhibit showed by color transparencies the range of wild 
and domestic animals attacked by the disease, and its incidence and distribution 
in the United States. 


Navy Aids Ground Troops—Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, testified in recent Congressional hearings that the Navy provided initial air 
support for ground forces in Korea which could “not effectively” have been provided 
by the Air Force “in the early days.” He acknowledged, in answer to a question, that 
the Navy was giving protection to the ground forces from its carrier planes that 
could not have been given in any other way “at that time.” 

Admiral Sherman said that “one of the greatest misconceptions ever spread 
has to do with what navies are for and what they do.” He pointed out that the U. S. 
built up the largest Navy in the world between 1861 and 1865 but never had a major 
fleet action. “Fleet actions,” he said, “are just highlights in long periods of naval 
action. We do not get news from the Navy every day, but that is not because the 
Navy is not necessary and does not have work to do at sea, day in and day out.”

of fast jets. If the enemy were to make the 
mistake of putting in jet planes to contest 
our superiority we would soon find out the 
importance of the F-80s in unmistakable 
terms. 

“I do not mean to suggest that there must 
not be specialization in the types of planes 
with which the Air Force will be equipped— 
especially in the tactical field. Even though, 
as I have said, planes are adaptable and can 
be used for purposes other than their 
primary mission, the kind of Air Force we 
need will have to be equipped with special- 
ized planes, some designed for interception, 
others for close support, others for deeper- 
in attack bombing and strafing, and others 
for night fighting and for bad weather con- 
ditions. The characteristics needed for each 
of these functions of course varies. There 
may well be, with an Air Force of sufficient 
size to permit such degree of specialization, 
a role for slower planes for certain purposes. 
But any suggestion that the jet will not be 
heavily relied on in the future is incorrect. 

“One further point. The overwhelming air 
superiority which we possess in Korea has 
meant not only that the Air Force and the 
Navy’s carrier-based planes have destroyed 
the basic supplies which feed the enemy 
army, such as the gasoline and oil located in 
tank farms, but we have also knocked out 
substantially completely the main lines of 
communication from the rear of the enemy's 
lines to the front. The railroad lines have 
been seriously interfered with, the bridges 
are down, vehicles have been destroyed, 
modern communications from the rear to the 
front have almost ceased to exist. This is 
paying dividends and will continue to pay 
dividends. We are all looking to the time 
when the cumulative effect of this attrition 
of supplies will play a decisive and perhaps 
overwhelming role in the defeat and destruc- 
tion of the invading army.” 

Basic Strategy 


Then, Mr. Finletter turned his atten- 
tion to overall basic strategy and said: 

“First, the United States must have in 
being a force which is capable of defending 
our own country against strategic air attack 
by the enemy. We must build up our radar 
techniques and installations and our inter- 
cepting forces and our specialized missiles 
which will, to the greatest extent possible, 
blunt the attack of the enemy’s strategic 
bombing force. 

‘‘In this role, as in most of the roles which 
our Defense Department will have to play, 
the combined operations of the Air Force, 
the Army and the Navy (including the 
Marines) will be required. 

“Second, we must have in being a force 
of unmistakable power which will destroy 
the enemy's capacity to fight in the event 
that he makes the mistake of starting an ag- 
gressive war against our free world. I refer 
of course to the strategic air force, aided to 
the maximum extent possible, as in all tasks, 
by the Army and the Navy. This strategic 
air force must be unmistakably good. No 
effort must be spared to see to it that this 
strategic air force constitutes a defensive 
counter-measure of such violence that it will 
make it clear to anyone who thinks of at- 
tacking us or the society of which we are a 
part that it will be a most mistaken thing 
to do. 

Strategic Air Arm 

“I know that all of you are fully aware of 
the importance of this strategic air arm, but 
I must lay special emphasis on it, even be- 
fore you who understand it so well. Winston 
Churchill said recently that it was this force 
which was defending the peace of Europe and 
of the world. This was no overstatement. It 
is a curious thing this preparation of vio- 
lence in the interests of peace, but that is 
the way it is. The more violent the poten- 
tiality of our air arm the greater is the hope 
that it will never be used. 

‘The next task of our strategy is to main- 
tain the lines of sea communications as free 
as possible from enemy attack. For the de- 
fense of this free world, centering as it does 
in large measure around the North Atlantic 
Treaty arrangements, is indispensable if the 
kind of society which we think right is to 
survive in the world of today. 

“The arrangements for the defense of the 
free world, and in particular for the defense 
of the West, are mixed military and political 
matters into which I will not go in any de- 
tail tonight. I will say only that it requires 
a combined determination of the major pow- 
ers of the free world, each to do his share 
and to take seriously the matter of defending 
our common society even at the cost of 
heavy sacrifice. 

“The United States, I think, stands ready 
to play its part. The recent recommendations 
for substantial military defense assistance 
programs—the recommendation for an in- 
crease of four billion dollars over the pres- 
ent amount of one and one-quarter billions 
for the current fiscal year—shows, I think, 
the temper of the United States and its will- 
ingness to do its part."’ 





Army Training Conference 


“Your mission is to prepare to fight as 
trained units in the shortest time pos- 
sible,” said General Mark Clark, Chief 
of Army Field Forces, in addressing Na- 
tional Guard commanders at a recent 
training conference at Ft. Monroe, Va. 

“Great benefit will be derived from this 
conference,” said Maj. Gen. Kenneth F. 
Cramer, Chief, National Guard Bureau, 
and Commander of the 43d National 
Guard Division. “It has filled a definite 
need to orient National Guard Command- 
ers of units called into federal service on 
the training program which is to follow.” 

National Guard Commanders of four 
divisions and two regimental combat 
teams called to federal service attended 
the training conference with their key 
staff members. 

“The orientation we have received here 
will greatly assist us in preparing for 
the task ahead,” said Maj. Gen. Daniel 
B. Strickler, Commander of the 28th Na- 
tional Guard Division. 

“Very all-inclusive conference in which 
all of our problems have been fully an- 
alyzed,” said Maj. Gen. James C. Styron, 
Commanding General of the 45th Na- 
tional Guard Division. 

“IT have been given a job to do and I’m 
going home to do it,” said Maj. Gen. 
Daniel H. Hudelson, Commanding Gen- 
eral of the 40th National Guard Division. 

General Clark gave the opening address 
of the conference and was followed on 
the program by Office, Chief of Army 
Field Forces officers who discussed move- 
ment to training stations, training ac- 
celeration and intensification, training 
programs and training management, 
Army intelligence, troop information and 
education, air support, training exercises, 
and Army aviation. 

“We shall outline here at this confer- 
ence a training program designed to 
bring your units to combat readiness with 
a minimum of delay,” General Clark said. 
“That program will be rugged; it will call 
for hard work, discipline, and leadership.” 

General Clark called on Guard com- 
manders to make every effort to bring 
their units to training camps as near full 
strength as possible. Additional men will 
be ordered to these units after their ar- 
rival at training camps.

Praise Service Families 


High praise for the spirit and helpful- 
ness of members of Service families in 
the Far East is contained in an official 
release of General Headquarters, Far 
East Command. It reports observations 
made by representatives of GHQ and 
Headquarters, Eighth Army, during re- 
cent visits to Kokura, Hakata, Sasebo, 
Kumamoto, Beppu, Bofu, Osaka, Nara, 
Kyoto, Otsu and Gifu. 

The visits were made “to ascertain the 
status of the health, welfare, morale and 
security of the dependents of personnel 
now in Korea.” 

This is the conclusion made by the vis- 
iting group: 

‘“‘Dependents are to be congratulated upon 
the calmness and high state of morale in 
which they are going about the business of 
establishing an American homefront right 





here in Japan. 

‘“‘Everywhere dependents’ main interest is 
to endeavor to contribute something worth- 
while to the war effort. 

“While not formally establishing Red 
Cross chapters as such, dependents in many 
instances on their own initiative, are setting 
up on a voluntary basis all of the normal 
activities and committees famillar to com- 
munities in the United States in wartime 
to assist the men at the fighting front. 

“Post and station complements headed up 
by a few key military personnel are func- 
tioning well to continue logistic support for 
dependents and to insure their security. 

“Local Japanese officials are cooperating 
in all instances to the fullest extent with 
United States military post authorities in 
insuring the safety of dependents. Post com- 
manders are receiving almost daily visits 
from Japanese officials who express thanks 
for the effort the United States is making 
in Korea and make solicitous inquiry as to 
what they can do to assist in taking care of 
dependents. 

“Indigenous guards have proved to be most 
reliable in guarding dependert housing areas 
and other vital installations. 

“The men at the front: can rest assured 
that their dependents in Japan are not only 
being well cared for but that the dependents 
themselves are strongly supporting, both by 
spirit and action, the efforts of their men 
who are away endeavoring to re-establish 
peace in Korea.”’ 

Meantime at the New York POE, 90 
Army wives, some of whose husbands 
are already serving in Korea, have volun- 
teered their services as a unit to the 
American Red Cross. All members of the 
Officers’ Wives Club of Fort Hamilton 
and the New York Port of Embarkation, 
Brooklyn, they have suspended most of 
their normal social and cultural activi- 
ties for the duration of the current situa- 
tion in favor of such Red Cross activities 
as Nurses’ Aids, Grey Ladies, Motor Serv- 
ice and Canteen. 

At a meeting conducted by Mrs. George 
Timke, President of the Wives’ Club, the 
group voted unanimously in support of 
the effort, and lined up at tables where 
12 Red Cross representatives from the 
Brooklyn Chapter signed up each of the 
ladies for a minimum of three hours a 
week. 





Chief Chaplain’s Message 


Army Chief of Chaplains (Maj. Gen.) 
Roy H. Parker has sent Rosh Hashanah 
and Yom Kippur greetings to American 
soldiers of the Jewish faith. 

In a special message to all Jewish Army 
Chaplains on active duty, Chaplain 
Parker noted that many soldiers would 
be observing the holy days under combat 
conditions or while preparing to enter 
combat areas. “Thé solemn observance of 
Yom Kippur will furnish a welcome op- 
portunity for meditation and rededication 
to high ideals,” he said. 

Appropriate services will be held for 
all Jewish troops in the United States and 
overseas, wherever the military situation 
permits. 

The complete text of Chaplain Parker’s 
letter follows: 

“Another year has gone by and as prepara- 
tions are being completed for the observance 
of Rosh Hashanah and Yom Kippur, I want 
to take this opportunity to extend greetings 
to you and your family and to the troops of 
the Jewish faith in the organization you 
serve. 

“Once again the armed forces of the United 
States are engaged in conflict, and many 
American soldiers will celebrate the holy days 
next month in combat areas or in preparation 
to enter those areas. The solemn observance 
of Yom Kippur will furnish a welcome oppor- 
tunity for meditation and rededication to 
high ideals. 

“The might of the United States and its 
allies in the United Nations is making a 
valiant stand against the forces of unpro- 
voked aggression let loose against a small 
country. Slowly the tide of battle is swinging 
in our favor. It was ever thus: tyranny and 
injustice can, at best, hold sway only tem- 
porarily, while the love and strength of God 
will always win the final triumph. Those of 
us who have been called for the second time 
within a generation to assure this final 
triumph must consider our service to this 
great cause of privilege to be borne with hu- 
mility and resolution. 

“It is my fervent wish and daily prayer 
that the year upon which you are about to 
enter will see the total destruction of this 
threat to peace and liberty, which figure so 
importantly in the Jewish tradition. May God 
grant you good health and an unyielding de- 
termination to accomplish whatever tasks the 
months ahead may bring.”’

Women Reservists 


Members of the Army Nurse Corps, 
Women’s Medical Specialist Corps, and 
Women’s Army Corps Sections, Organ- 
ized Reserve Corps, with children under 
18 years of age are to be discharged 
from the service. 

This step is necessary because of the 
inadvisability of calling women with de- 
pendent children to active duty. It does 
not apply automatically to women al- 
ready on extended active duty. 

At the same time the Army suspended 
the provision that a woman on active 
duty will be separated from the service 
at her request solely by reason of mar- 
riage. Married service women may now 
request separation only under current 
Army directives governing hardship 
cases.

Knowing an 
enemy roadblock had been set up between 
them and their company, their immediate 
superior told the men they need not go for- 
ward. But knowing how desperately the am- 
munition was needed, the men attempted to 
reach their company with it and were killed.

AIR FORCE 

Described in a press dispatch as a ‘‘one-man 
air force,’’ Maj. Dean Hess has been grounded 
after 95 missions, to devote full attention to 
training of 66 South Korean cadets learning 
basic flying and another group of Koreans 
converting from AT-6 trainers to F-51’s. It 
was reported that Major Hess would lead 
the South Koreans into action when their 
training is completed. 

B-26 invader bombers of the U. S. Air Force 
slashed at enemy troop concentrations and 
supplies at Sonsan 23 Aug. with 1000-pound 
bombs. Led by Lt. Col. Leland A. Walker, 
jr., the flight pasted the North Koreans from 
8000 feet, scoring many hits on the target. 
‘“‘A column of smoke and flame enveloped the 
target as we left,’’ Walker said. 

The marshalling yard at Sunchon also took 
direct hits from 1000-pounders in another day- 
light mission led by Capt. Samuel E. Crosby, 
jr. ‘‘Results were excellent,’’ stated Crosby. 
“Thirty to fifty box cars in the yard were 
burning or wrecked after our attack,’’ he 
added. Other B-26s flying night intruder mis- 
sions continued to pound the Communists’ al- 
ready critical supply channels. 1st Lt. Willard 
G. Mattson bombed a convoy at Sangju and 
damaged 12 vehicles and 3 box cars during 
strafing attacks. 

One flight of F-51 Mustangs led by Capt. 
Arnold Mullins leveled a surprise pre-sunrise 
blast at a busy marshalling yard north of 
Seoul, strafing a train and a nearby radio 
tower. 

After their B-26 had been crash-landed, 
Capt. Richard H. Smith, pilot, and S. Sgt. 
William F. Cheek, gunner, were rescued by 
an Air Rescue Service helicopter.

1st Lt. James J. Giles and Lt. John W. 
Jackson, F-80 pilots, participated in low-level 
attacks against enemy troops. 

1st Lt. Raymond Waski attacked targets 
in Kumchon and hit what was thought to be 
an enemy command post. He also flies an F- 
80, as does ist Lt. Ralph S. Parr, who hit 
some power stations and service building at 
Taejon. 

One of the speediest rescues on record was 
performed by an amphibian airplane of the 
Air Rescue Service when Lt. Paul A. Carlsen 
was pulled from the water five minutes after 
parachuting from his battle damaged F-51. 
Capt. Charles D. Schroder was pilot of the 
amphibian. The Grumman-built rescue air- 
planes were recently assigned to the Air 
Rescue Service operating in this theater. 

It took more than a burning airplane and 
a crash-landing to keep an Air Force jet 
fighter pilot from attending his daughter’s 
third birthday party. Capt. Vern F. Peterson 
was present for the candle-lighting after fly- 
ing his blazing F-80 from Korea for a wheels- 
up landing in Japan. While leading a flight 
of F-80 fighters in an attack on a marshalling 
yard northwest of Taegu, Peterson’s airplane 
was hit in the right wing by flak. As he pulled 
out of the target area, he saw that there 
was a large hole in that wing and flames 
were starting to spurt from it. 

Climbing for altitude and heading for home, 
Peterson jettisoned his canopy in prepara- 
tion for a bail-out. Though the flames cov- 
ered the entire wing and were licking at the 
fuselage, he made the 200 miles back to his 
base. This mission was the 45th Peterson has 
flown over Korea. During World War II he 
was awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross 
for rescuing a B-29 crew under Japanese gun- 
fire. At that time he was serving with an Air 
Rescue unit based at Iwo Jima. 

Capt. Elbert M. Stringer led a flight of B- 
26’s in night intruder missions against mar- 
shalling yards at Munan, Kaeson and Sam- 
dung. 
1st Lt. Phillip R. Saford led an F-80 flight 
which hit oxcarts loaded with ammunition 
near Sindam. 

1st Lt. Richard Bartly said a railroad 
bridge near Kunwi was knocked out by other 
F-80's. 

Capt. Thomas P. Ryan, jr., an operations 
analyst on the FEAF Bomber Command Staff, 
said three principal targets at Konan were 
“completely devastated’’ by B-29 attacks. 
Captain Ryan flew over the scene personally. 
During World War II he had 60 night fighter 
missions to his credit. This was his first day- 
time mission and also his first in a four- 
engine bomber, 

Capt. Ben Crosy reported one span blasted 
from a railway bridge by 2 B-26 mission to 
Tanyang. 

Capt. Joseph E. Cosgrow was in the last 
B-29 which attacked Konan. 

Capt. Harry H. Hermann told of F-80's ex- 
pending all their rockets and ammunition in 
attacks on enemy troop concentrations west 
of Masan. 

1st Lt. Orville J. Nordgren flew in ground 
support of U.N. troops north of Taegu.

Secy. Johnson Replies 


Criticism against his administration of 
the Department of Defense was answered 
this week by Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson in a lengthy reply to a letter 
sent him by Rep. Anthony F. Tauriello 
(D-NY), who had assailed Mr. Johnson 
on four counts. 

The Congressman said the Defense 
Secretary had “bungled the job of na- 
tional defense through false economy,” 
made “rash statements,” had “lost the 
confidence of the American people,” and 
“should resign because your continuance 
in office is necessarily embarrassing to the 
Chief Executive.” 

Mr. Johnson’s reply, made public this 
week, coincided with the adoption of a 
resolution by the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, which condemned “the disastrous 
and capricious policies of the Department 
of Defense which have brought our de- 
fenses to their present shameful and in- 
adequate condition.” 

In his forthright reply to Representa- 
tive Tauriello, Secretary Johnson said 
that he, like his predecessor, the late 
James Forrestal, has “suffered from the 
spreading of much misinformation. But 
I believe that in the long run,” Mr. John- 
son continued, “the solid facts of what 
the Department of Defense is accomplish- 
ing will stand out above the misinforma- 
tion that various individuals and groups, 
for reasons of their own, see fit to spread.” 

Secretary Johnson maintained that 
many of the attacks levelled against 
him, “like many of the attacks upon the 
Secretary of State, are primarily political, 
and are aimed not at the incumbent Sec- 
retary, but at the Administration general- 
ly, with an eye to the November elections. 
This is all part and parcel of the demo- 
cratic process,” he continued, “and I 
would not suggest that it should be other- 
wise—but I think that it is important 
to recognize it for what it is.” 

The following are additional excerpts 
from Mr. Johnson’s letter to Representa- 
tive Tauriello: 

“Tf you should want statistical information 
with respect to the increase in American 
military strength between March of 1948 and 
June of 1950—that is, the increase in our 
military strength between the time of the 
Communist coup in Czechoslovakia and the 
time of the Communist invasion of Korea— 
the following information might be helpful 
to you: Army strength stood at 538,000 offi- 
cers and men on March 31, 1948; before the 
Communist invasion of Korea, the budgeted 
strength of the Army for the current fiscal 
year stood at 630,000 officers and men. Air 
Force strength stood at 368,000 officers and 
men on March 31, 1948; before the Korean 
invasion, the recommended strength level for 
the current fiscal year was 416,000. The com- 
parable figures for the Navy and Marine 
Corps were: In 1948, 488,000 officers and men; 
pre-Korean figure for fiscal 1951, 461,000 offi- 
cers and men. 

“The figures I have just given relate to 
the regular forces, exclusively. In addition 
to the regular forces, an important element 
of our strength are the citizens who make 
up the National Guard and the reserves. The 
number of citizen-soldiers, citizen-sailors, 
citizen-airmen, and citizen-marines in a ready 
reserve status—that is, the total number in 
a drill-pay status in the National Guard and 
the reserves—increased by almost 100 per cent 
between March of 1948 and June of 1950. The 
The exact figures follow:

Strategic Air Strike 

“On a number of occasions, both in public 
speeches and in private conversations, I have 
stressed the fact that the United States is 
a democracy which genuinely and conscienti- 
ously believes in peace—and being such a 
democracy, we will not be the aggressor in 
any global war that might occur. I have then 
gone on to state that—since the attack, if it 
comes, might be leveled against the United 
States—our military plans must be designed 
to deter aggression, if that should be possi- 
ble, or to retaliate at the earliest possible 
moment if aggression against the United 
States should occur. 

“In order to make my views on this point 
specific, I have stated that our plans take 
into account the possibility of an attack 
against us at 4 o’clock some morning—and 
our plans provide that we will be ready to 
begin retaliation against such an attack at 
5 o’clock the same morning. I have reference, 
of course, to our ability to launch a strategic 
air strike. 

“Further in the various public speeches 
and private conversations to which I have 
referred, I have gone on to say that if such 
a conflict should occur, there was no ques- 
tion in my mind of the ultimate outcome— 
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for, I said, the industrial potential of the 
United States is so great that we would be 
the ultimate victors if such a global war 
should occur. 





No Apology 

“I have no apology to make for my state- 
ments in this respect. They were, and are, 
completely factual. Our ability to launch a 
strategic air strike, together with our enor- 
mous industrial potential, are—in my opinion 
—the two great factors which have thus far 
prevented an attack upon us. Indeed, our 
very ability to do the thing which I have 
mentioned—that is, to strike back on ex- 
tremely short notice—may be the reason why 
we are faced today, in Korea, with local 
aggression—instead of being faced with 
bombing raids upon American cities.’’ 

Values Confidence 

“The third ‘reason’ set forth in your let- 
ter is merely a restatement of your first two 
reasons, together with a conclusion drawn 
by you from the first two reasons, to the 
effect that ‘through these statements and 
through... shortsighted economy measures,’ 
the Secretary of Defense has ‘lost the con- 
fidence of the American people.’ I trust that 
you are wrong in your conclusion on this 
point, for there is nothing that I value more 
highly than the confidence of the American 
people. I have sought, with all the resources 
at my command, to be worthy of that con- 
fidence—as well as the confidence which the 
President showed in appointing me to the 
post which I hold, and the confidence ex- 
pressed by the Senate in unanimously con- 
firming me to this position. I hope, therefore, 
that you are wrong in your conclusion on this 
score—but I realize that many American 
people have undoubtedly been misled, as you 
yourself appear to have been, by misinforma- 
tion with respect to the Department of De- 
fense which has been rather widespread over 
a considerable period of time.’’ 

Not ‘Embarrassing’ 

“This leads me to your fourth ‘reason,’ 
wherein you state that my ‘continuance in ~ 
office is necessarily embarrassing to the 
Chief Executive.’ I cannot, of course, speak 
for the President—but I can answer for my- 
self, and in so doing, I want to assure you 
that, in my opinion, I should not be Secre- 
tary of Defense today if, in fact, my continu- 
ance is ‘embarrassing’ to the Chief Executive. 
The United States is extremely fortunate to 
have as its President, in this hour of crisis, 
a man who possesses the good American 
quality of common sense—a quality which 
Harry Truman possesses in an outstanding 
degree. I believe that he is fully capable of 
speaking for himself, with respect to what 
he considers ‘embarrassing,’ and what he 
does not consider ‘embarrassing’ — and I 
would therefore suggest that any further 
inquiries you may have with respect to this 
aspect of your letter should more properly 
be addressed to the President than to me.”’

SENATE-HOUSE conference com- 

mittee has voted to approve $17,000,- 
000 in the Coast Guard budget for the 
current fiscal year for “acquisition, con- 
struction and improvements.” 

The conference committee action was 
made necessary because the House ap- 
proved only $15,000,000 for this purpose, 
while the Senate had earlier voted ap- 
proval of $18,964,000. The $17,000,000 fig- 
ure was an obvious compromise. 

Meantime, speculation continued that 
the Treasury Department soon might 
have to ask for a supplemental Coast 
Guard appropriation in order to meet re- 
quirements made necessary by the cur- 
rent emergency. The Korean war already 
has resulted in tightening of port se- 
curity activities, a key Coast Guard re- 
sponsibility.

the effective use of manufacturing facili- 
ties. Each industry as a whole must study 
the effect of mobilization on its normal 
peacetime operations, and to this end the 
Advisory Committees of the Munitions 
Board are making valuable contributions 
to preparedness. As an example, I shall 
refer to the recent meeting of the Cast 
Iron Pipe Subcommittee of the Foundry 
Industry Advisory Committee to the Mu- 
nitions Board. 

The Cast Iron Pipe Industry is divided 
into two distinct groups; one manufactur- 
ing soil pipe for use in the building of 
homes and similar types of construction, 
and the other providing the pressure pipe 
for use in distribution in cities and towns 
of water and gas and to provide sewage 
facilities. Most of the members of the

It should be clear that this 
represents a considerable advance over 
any previous situation and indicates the 
extent to which the Munitions Board has 
gone, with the cooperation of industry, 
in preparing to meet civilian and military 
requirements if war comes.

at least one war on their industry and, 
therefore, came to the meeting with a 
clear recollection of the difficulties that 
hampered operations in previous mobil- 
izations. 

It is particularly essential that both 
groups have at least some estimate of the 
demands for their products during a 
major war. It is, obviously, difficult to 
estimate exactly what will happen to the 
housing program, with its consequent 
effect on the soil pipe industry, and to 
the requirements for pressure pipe during 
a war, but there are at least the data 
accumulated in World War II to give a 
fair indication. A representative of the 
National Security Resources Board par- 
ticipated in the meeting to discuss the 
requirements for pressure pipe during a 
mobilization. Maintenance and repairs of 
existing water and gas distribution sys- 
tems will require a certain production of 
pipe, which has been computed with a 
reasonable degree of accuracy. To this 
must be added the needs of military and 
naval construction; and a figure must be 
estimated for possible damage from 
bombing of our municipalities and other 
installations using pipe. Since dispersion 
of industry has become more and more 
essential in view of the atomic bomb, 
there may well be an increased demand 
for pressure and soil pipe if dispersion is 
ever practiced to any extent. 

While requirements must always re- 
main only a guess, the industry, on the 
other hand, is able to supply the Muni- 
tions Board with accurate figures on ca- 
pacity of production. The control agen- 
cies of the federal government will then 
determine the rate of production allowed 
and, likewise, the distribution of the load 
to the members of the industry. 

These figures are important because 
they enable the pipe manufacturers to 
estimate the probable load on their indi- 
vidual plants in the event of war. With 
that information, it is then feasible to 
determine the plant capacity and the abil- 
ity of management to undertake produc- 
tion of military equipment which varies 
greatly from the normal products of the 
industry. In World War II experience 
showed that good managements were 
able to undertake activities that were ex- 
tremely foreign to their normal produc- 
tion. For example, a company whose nor- 
mal product is pressure pipe was able to 
undertake a shell program—from the 
forging to the finished machining opera- 
tion—with great success, and also to 
‘make centrifugally cast guns and other 
products needed for direct or indirect war 
use. 

One of the principal results of the meet- 
ing was the discussion of raw material 
requirements to meet the prospective load 
of normal production. The raw materials 
required are pig iron, cast iron scrap, and 
coke. Knowing the prospective load, it is 
an easy matter to estimate the over-all 
requirements of these raw materials to 
meet civilian and military needs in the 
event of a mobilization. 

Another important result of the meet- 
ing was a discussion of the labor problem 
and the policies that should be adopted 
in the event of a mobilization with respect 
to Reserve and National Guard personnel 
and the effect of the draft. 

Many other subjects were discussed and 
a record was prepared, under the direc- 
tion of the Munitions Board, which will be 

of great value to the members of this in- 
dustry in estimating the impact of war on 
its activities. The net result is that the 
industry has a better idea of what will be 
required of it in the event of mobilization,

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advanced positions to a new line farther 
south. The South Korean 6th Division in 
an adjacent area was forced back four 
miles southeast from Uihong, 23 miles 
north of the important Allied base of 
Taegu. 

Prior to the main assault, operations 
on sectors of the line held by American 
troops were largely confined to aggres- 
sive patrols by both sides, and to probing 
Red attacks in-company and battalion 
strength. 

In the Changnyong area, the American 
24th Division, which had been fighting 
almost continuously for two months, was 
relieved by the fresh 2d Division which 
only recently arrived from the United 
States. 

In the northwest, the American Ist 
Cavalry Division launched a local 
counter-attack for the purpose of reliev- 
ing enemy pressure on adjacent South 
Korean positions. 

The main fighting early in the week was 
in the Pohang area, where an estimated 
20,000 North Koreans fought desperately 
to retake the port of Pohang and posi- 
tions in the mountains farther west, 
which they lost to the South Koreans 
last week. The purpose of this operation 
appeared to be to clear the way for a 
Red movement westward through the 
mountains to outflank our line north of 
Taegu. 


South Koreans Resist 

The South Koreans in this area, though 
outnumbered, stubbornly resisted the Red 
attacks. Relatively small Communist 
gains were made at the cost of excessive 
North Korean casualties. Both the South 
Korean Division near Pohang, and the 
Capital Division eight miles farther 
inland were forced to give some ground. 

The Capital Division lost the small 
town of Kigwe but retained the dominant 
ridge 500 yards south of the town. The 
two South Korean divisions were sup- 
ported by American artillery and armor, 
and by Allied fighter planes attacking 
troop concentrations and supply lines. 
Allied warships off the east coast of 
Korea bombarded enemy positions and 
transport in the area contested by the 
South Korean 3d Division. 

More than 1,200 enemy dead were 
counted in the Pohang sector, largely as 
a result of air attacks. 

The principal prizes in this section of 
the front are the port of Pohang and the 
Allied airfield some six miles distant. At 
least two Red divisions are engaged and 
it is reported that another enemy divi- 
sion is being moved into the battle. A 
North Korean prisoner captured on this 
front informed Allied intelligence officers 
that the Red general commanding the 
attack was told that he must recapture 
Pohang by Wednesday morning or face 
execution. He failed in this objective, but 
no announcement has been made of his 
fate. 

During the week 1,500 British troops 
from the Argyle and Sutherland regi- 
ments and the Middlesex regiment 
arrived in Korea from Hong Kong. They 
moved to an assembly area and are ex- 
pected to participate actively in the con- 
flict in a very short time. Ground troops 
from other members of the United Na- 
tions are expected to reach the combat 
zone in time to join in the forthcoming 
major Allied offensive against the Reds. 

The Communist timetable has been dis- 
rupted by the unexpectedly strong re- 
sistance of the United Nations’ forces. 
A month ago a North Korean broadcast 
exhorted the Reds to push the American 
troops off the peninsula by 1 Sept. It 
was made clear that unless this were 
accomplished by that time the build-up 
of Allied forces would make a Red vic- 
tory impossible. The deadline has now 
passed, and the Communists have made 
no substantial gains for the past three 
weeks. The line is now relatively stable 
and there are indications that it will not 
be long before the Reds lose the initia- 
tive which they have held since the open- 
ing of hostilities. 


Gen. Walker’s Reserve 


Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker, command- 
ing ground troops in Korea, now has a 





reserve available for use at any threat- 
ened point on the long defense line. 
Operating on interior lines he can 
strengthen any position in a short time, 
while he accumulates sufficient men and 
supplies for a major Allied offensive. 

During the week light and medium 
bombers of the Far East Air Force made 
repeated attacks on industrial and trans- 
portation targets in North Korea. Four 
major rail and highway bridges north of 
the 38th parallel were put out of action 
by B-29 Superfortresses and 8 others were 
damaged. 

More than 600 tons of high explosive 
bombs were dropped by B-29s on indus- 
trial installations at Chinnanpo, in North 
Korea, 20 miles southwest of Pyongyang, 
the Red capital. Most important of the 
targets hit was a large magnesium and 
aluminum plant, one of the two most im- 
portant non-ferrous metals plants in 
North Korea. Also attacked was a large 
chemical plant. Marshaling yards, filled 
with railway cars, were raked with 
bombs. Bombing was visual and great 
fires followed the attack. 

B-29 bombers also dropped nearly 350 
tons of high explosives on a large iron 
and steel plant at Songjin on the north- 
eastern coast. More than a thousand 500 
and 1,000 pound bombs landed on the 
main plant area, causing numerous fires 
and secondary explosions. Other B-29’s 
attacked the Hamhumg railway yards, 
tearing up tracks and damaging rolling 
stock and rail installations. 

B-26 light bombers damaged a highway 
bridge 35 miles north of Seoul, and 
scored a direct hit on a locomotive. Two 
attacks were made on pontoon bridges 
across the Han River at Seoul. The bomb- 
ers also struck at rail targets northwest 
of Seoul and south of Sunchon. 

Aircraft Busy 

Allied fighter planes, flying missions in 
support of ground troops and in inter- 
diction of traffic, made highly successful 
strikes on troop concentrations, military 
installations, and transportation facili- 
ties. Damage was inflicted on 7 tanks, 44 
railway cars, 5 supply dumps, 36 build- 
ings housing troops, 4 bridges, 1 rail tun- 
nel, 1 railroad shop, a roundhouse and 
6 gun emplacements. An enemy Yak 
fighter was destroyed and 9 others were 
damaged in a fighter sweep of the Pyong- 
gang airfield. 

Propaganda broadcasts from Com- 
munist China charge that American 
planes crossed the Korean frontier into 
Manchuria and bombed five Chinese vil- 
lages. This charge was repeated by 
Soviet Delegate Jacob Malik at a meet- 
ing of the Security Council of the United 
Nations. American Delegate Warren 
Austin said preliminary investigation 
disclosed that there was a possibility that 
an American F-51 fighter plane had un- 
intentionall: strafed an airstrip in Man- 
churia, five miles north of the Korean 
border. He suggested that a U.N. Com- 
mission investigate and said the U.S. was 
willing to pay appropriate indemnity if 
the report proved accurate. 

Reports have been received by the 
United States that two Chinese Red 
armies have recently moved into Man- 
churia, not far from the Korean border. 
It is also reported without confirmation 
that some 150 heavy tanks were trans- 
ferred by the Chinese to North Korean 
troops during July. Another report is that 
Chinese Reds have requisitioned ocean 
and coastal shipping in the port area of 
Antung near the Korean coastal frontier 
with Manchuria. Still another rumor is 
that the Chinese are building field forti- 
fications along the Yalu River which 
divides North Korea and Manchuria. 

These various reports are regarded by 
some as indicating the possibility that the 
Red regime of China is planning to in- 
tervene in the Korean conflict, particu- 
larly if the North Koreans are driven 
beyond the 38th parallel. Some support 
for this view is found in current Red 
Chinese propaganda broadcasts which 
appear to be conditioning the Chinese 
listeners for some important eventuality. 

Other observers discount the sugges- 
tion that the Chinese Reds are planning 
active military participation in the 
Korean conflict, since such an adventure 
would surely foreclose any possibility of 
the Communist regime securing its 
coveted admission to the United Nations. 
It is felt that Red China may be staging 
a bluff, in the hope of promoting appease- 


ment through the threat of extending the 
Korean war. On the other hand the ac- 
tions taken may be entirely defensive. 

Allied intelligence officers report con- 
struction activity at North Korean air- 
fields, consisting of runway extensions 
and building revetments. This might indi- 
cate expected reinforcements for the 
almost non-existent North Korean air 
force. There are some indications that 
the North Koreans have acquired a few 
new planes, but air activities are still 





negligible.

Industrial College Course 


Defense officials this week called atten- 
tion to two errors in an official release 
pertaining to a new management cor- 
respondence course of the Industrial Col- 
lege, Washington, D. C., described in last 
week’s issue of THE JOURNAL. 

Instead of requiring three years, as re- 
ported, the course is designed to be com- 
pleted in one year. Whereas it was said 
that the course was instituted at the re- 
quest of the Army, actually it was the 
Department of Defense which called upon 
the Industrial College to draw up and 
administer the curriculum. 
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Federal Reserve Report 


The Federal Reserve Board in its cur- 
rent summary of business conditions re- 
ports that stimulus of heavy consumer 
and business buying since the Red inva- 
sion of Southern Korea on 25 June has 
resulted in advances in prices, business 
activity and incomes. 

Consumer purchases made in anticipa- 
tion of price rises or scarce supply are 
still at a high level, though reduced from 
the July peak. After a marked rise in 
early July, prices of agricultural com- 
modities have shown little net change, 
but industrial products continued to ad- 
vance. 

The industrial production index for Au- 
gust is estimated at 204 per cent of the 
1935-39 average, as compared with 199 in 
June and 197 in July. Steel production de- 
clined slightly in July, but returned to ca- 
pacity levels in the first three weeks of 
August. 

There were marked gains in aircraft 
production and in construction and indus- 
trial machinery. Orders for new freight 
cars were the largest in many years. 
There were slight reductions in motor 
car output, due to model changeovers and 
some labor disputes. 


War Risk Insurance 


The Senate this week passed and sent 
to the President a bill that will permit 
the Federal Maritime Board to provide 
war-risk insurance on American ships. 
Sen. Warren G. Ferguson (D., Wash.) 
said the bill was similar to one in effect 
in World War II and was necessary be- 
cause private companies were unwilling, 
without Government participation, to in- 
sure ships entering the Korean war zone. 
The bill provides for the Maritime Board 
to issue insurance itself or in conjunc- 
tion with private companies. 

This week a House of Representatives 
subcommittee began study of a bill which 
would permit the Government to buy two 
World War II troopships, the Mariposa 
and the Monterrey, and put them back 
into operation. Both ships are former pas- 
senger liners. They would be purchased, 
according to provisions of the bill, by the 
Commerce Department. 

Vice Adm. W. C. Cochran, USN-Ret., 
newly appointed administrator of the 
Maritime Commission, urged approval of 
the bill. He said the ships would be “an 
important addition” to the armed forces’ 
troop carrying capacity. 








Labor Day Statement 

Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson 
has issued the following Labor Day mes- 
sage: 

“Labor Day, 1950, finds our way of life 
again challenged by the enemies of hu- 
man liberty and peace in the world. In 
Korea, American men are deep in battle 
with evil forces. At home, the American 
worker has rolled up his sleeves, offering 
the patriotic service that has helped to 
keep America free through the years. On 
Labor Day, symbol of the American work- 
er’s freedom, let us re-dedicate ourselves 
to the cause of peace and liberty. As in 
the past, labor and the Armed Forces 
are one in willingness to work, to fight 
and to die, if need be, for that cause.” 


Korean Air Lift 

Far East Air Forces has announced 
that by mid-August 10,000,000 pounds of 
war materials and more than 6000 pas- 
sengers were flown from Japan to Korea 
in support of U.N. forces. The airlift is 
under direction of the 374th Troop Carrier 
Wing, based near Tokyo, using C-47, C- 
46, C-54 and C-119 aircraft. 

It was reported that many troops are 
receiving fresh fruits and vegetables as a 
result of the airlift operation. 








Disability Retirement 

Under date of 3 Aug., the Secretary of 
the Army changed the established admin- 
istrative interpretation of the Act of 3 
April 1939, as amended (Public Law 18, 
76th Congress), pertaining to the deter- 
mination of “incident of service as an offi- 
cer” in disability retirement cases of non- 
Regular Army officers and Warrant offi- 
cers. This change provides that if service 
is continuous, a disability originating dur- 
ing enlisted service shall be regarded as 
an incident of service when it is incurred 
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in line of duty while employed in the ac- 
tive military service regardless of any 
change in status between enlisted, war- 
rant officer, or commissioned service. 

Those non-Regular Army officers and 
Warrant officers desiring further con- 
sideration of their case, where the find- 
ings of the Army Retiring Board and/or 
Army Disability Review Board were per- 
manently incapacitated but incident to 
service as an enlisted man, may write the 
Adjutant General, Department of the 
Army, Washington 25, D. C., Attention: 
AGPO-S-B, for the necessary application 
forms. 





New Stockpile Policy 


A revision in stockpile buying policy 
which will permit payments above going 
market prices to domestic producers in 
special cases where necessary to stimu- 
late production of highly essential and 
scarce materials was announced by the 
Munitions Board on 28 Aug. 

The new policy authorizes the pay- 
ment in excess of 25 per cent over the 
foreign price for domestic materials ur- 
gently needed for national security in 
cases where the United States does not 
normally sell in the world market. This 
removes the former limit of 25 per cent 
above foreign price which could be paid 
to domestic producers unable to compete 
with foreign goods. 

Authority for the revised policy was 
given in a letter to the Munitions Board 
from Dr. John R. Steelman, The Assistant 
to the President, who stated that in order 
to provide a criteria for the application 
of the rules of the Buy American Act to 
purchases involving both foreign and do- 
mestic bids, the general rule has been 
followed since 1934 that a differential of 
25 per cent in favor of domestic pur- 
chasing should apply. The purpose of this 
rule was to supply a ready test of reason- 
ableness under that section of the Buy 
American Act which exempts from its 
operation items which, if purchased do- 
mestically, would involve unreasonable 
costs. 





SF District Engineer 


Col. K. M. Moore, CE, USA, has as- 
sumed his new assignment as District 
Engineer of the San Francisco District, 
Corps of Engineers. This is the third time 
he has directed the activities of this Dis- 
trict, having previously been District En-

Munitions Board Statement 


Urgency of need will not be used as 
an excuse for waste of defense funds or 
inefficient buying practices, the Depart- 
ment of Defense Munitions Board said 
this week in announcing adoption of 
a Defense policy governing contracting, 
pricing, and profit in military procure- 
ment. 

A first principle of the policy, which 
goes into effect immediately, is that em- 
phasis will be placed on types of con- 
tracts and contract pricing methods 
which encourage economy and production 
efficiency. Adequate profit margins will be 
allowed as an incentive for efficient per- 
formance by contractors, and allowances 
for contingencies will be eliminated to 
the greatest extent possible. 

The effect of the pricing policy, the 
board stated, is to conserve limited man- 
power, materials, facilities, and other re- 
sources, as well as to support controls 
over prices, wages and materials when 
established by agencies outside the De- 
partment of Defense. 

The policy places close controls over 
types of contracts to be used. It stipu- 
lates that fixed-price contracts will be 
used without provisions for price rede- 
termination or escalation throughout the 
Department of Defense whenever prac- 
ticable. Incentive-type contracts may be 
used where dollar amounts are large, pro- 
duction periods long and when reasonably 
close target prices can be established. 

Fixed-price contracts with provision for 
price redetermination or escalation may 
be used whenever contingency charges 
otherwise would be included in a contract 
price due to such factors as prolongea 
delivery schedules, unstable market con- 
ditions for material or labor, or uncer- 
tainty as to cost of performance. 

Cost reimbursement type contracts will 
be limited to cases in which other types 
of contracts are not suitable, and where 
the contractor’s cost recording system fa- 
cilitates audit and where close checks can 
be made during performance of the con- 
tract to assure that the contractor is 
not employing wasteful or extravagant 
methods. 

In general, detailed estimates will be 
required of price components on nego- 
tiated prime contracts and major sub- 
contracts. 

Emphasis will be placed on the preven- 
tion of excessive profits through close 
forward pricing and repricing rather 
than through recapture of excessive prof- 
it by renegotiation. Prevention of exces- 
sive profit in advance is considered to pro- 
vide not only stronger incentive for good 
performance, but stronger support for 
wartime production, distribution and sta- 
bilization controls.

Service administrative officials are ex- 
pressing warm interest in the develop- 
ment by Remington Rand, Inc., of a new 
adjustable Key Dip for the company’s 
Electri-conomy typewriter, which will re- 
sult in elimination of practice exercises 
often previously required for transition 
from manual to electric typewriters. 

The Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine 
Corps employ hundreds of electric type- 
writers and the new device is expected 
to save considerable time in training new 
personnel required in the current expan- 
sion program. 

Coupled with Electri-conomy’s standard 
keyboard slope, an electric typewriter 
feature pioneered on the Remington 
Rand machine, the Adjustable Key Dip 
makes possible “touch-tuning” to the pref- 
erence of the individual operator before 
delivery and prevents errors resulting 
from too sensitive key action and misfirm- 
ing. Typist transition time is cut from 
days or weeks to minutes because the 
operator no longer has to adjust her key 
pressure to conform to the typewriter. 

Kolor-Keyboard, an additional mid-year 
improvement on the Electri-conomy, is 
now a feature of all 1950 Remington ma- 
chines.

Statement on Formosa 


The following is the complete text of 
General of the Army Douglas MacAr- 
thur’s statement to Commander Clyde 
A. Lewis of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars regarding the strategic importance 
of Formosa. 

The statement, addressed to the 5lst 
national encampment of the VFW, was 
recalled by General of the Army Mac- 
Arthur after a conference between Presi- 
dent Truman and Secretary of Defense 
Johnson. 

However, the statement was published 
and on the presses of one national maga- 
zine before it could be recalled. Subse- 
quently, it was published in numerous 
newspapers and was inserted also in the 
Congressional Record. 

THE JOURNAL publishes General Mac- 
Arthur’s views herewith because they 
represent an important statement on na- 
tional defense. 


Your inspiring message of the 17th has 
moved me deeply and I trust that you will 
convey to all of my comrades-in-arms of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars assembled on the 
occasion of our Fifty-first Annual National 
Encampment my assurance that their confi- 
dence and support will give this command 
much added strength to meet the tests of 
battle which lie immediately ahead. 

Tell them that I am happy to report that 
their sticcessors in arms now engaging the 
enemy along our battle lines in South Korea 
are exemplifying that same high standard 
of devotion, fortitude and valor which char- 
acterized their own march to victory when 
they themselves engaged in combat in the 
field. 

From senior commanders down through 
all ranks, their tactical skill, their invincible 
determination, and their fighting qualities 
against a fanatical foe, well trained, expert- 
ly directed and heavily armed, have upheld 
our country’s finest traditions. 

Toward victory, however difficult the road, 
they are giving an account of themselves 
which should make every American heart 
beat with pride and infinite satisfaction. 

In view of misconceptions currently being 
voiced concerning the relationship of For- 
mosa to our strategic potential in the Pacific, 
I believe it in the public interest to avail my- 
self of this opportunity to state my views 
thereon to you, all of whom, having fought 
overseas, understand broad strategic con- 
cepts. 

To begin with, any appraisal of that stra- 
tegic potential requires an appreciation of 
the changes wrought in the course of the 
past war. Prior thereto the western stra- 
tegic frontier of the United States lay on 
the littoral line of the Americas with an 
exposed island salient extending out 
through Hawaii, Midway and Guam to the 
Philippines. 

That salient was not an outpost of strength 
but an avenue of weakness along which the 
enemy could and did attack us. The Pacific 
was a potential area of advancement for any 
predatory force intent upon striking at the 
bordering land areas. 

All of this was changed by our Pacific vic- 
tory. Our strategic frontier then shifted to 
embrace the entire Pacific Ocean, which 
has become a vast moat to protect us as long 
as we hold it. 

Indeed, it acts as a protective shield to 
all of the Americas and all free lands of the 
Pacific Ocean area we control to the shores 
of Asia by a chain of islands extending in 
an are from the Aleutians to the Marianas 
held by us and our free Allies. From this 
island chain we can dominate with air power 
every Asiatic port from Vladivostock to 
Singapore and prevent any hostile movement 
into the Pacific. 

Any predatory attack from Asia must be 
an amphibious effort. No amphibious force 
can be successful with our control of the 
sea lanes and the air over these lanes in its 
avenue of advance. With naval and air su- 
premacy and modern ground elements to 
defend bases, any major attack from con- 
tinental Asia toward us or our friends of the 
Pacific would come to failure. 

Under such conditions the Pacific no longer 
represents menacing avenues of approach for 
a prospective invader— it assumes instead the 
friendly aspect of a peaceful lake. Our line 





of defense is a natural one and can be main- 
tained with a minimum of military effort 
and expense. 

It envisions no attack against anyone nor 
does it provide the bastions essential for of- 
fensive operations, but properly maintained 
would be an invincible defense against ag- 
gression. If we hold this line we may have 
peace—lose it and war is inevitable. 

The geographic location of Formosa is 
such that in the hand of a power unfriendly 
to the United States it constitutes an enemy 
salient in the very center of this defensive 
perimeter, 100 to 150 miles closer to the ad- 
jacent friendly segments—Okinawa and the 
Philippines—than any point in continental 
Asia. 

At the present time there is on Formosa 
a concentration of operational air and naval 
bases which is potentially greater than any 
similar concentration of the Asiatic main- 
land between the Yellow Sea and the Strait 
of Malaca. Additional bases can be developed 
in a relatively short time by an aggressive 
exploitation of all World War II Japanese 
facilities. 

An enemy force utilizing those installa- 
tions currently available could increase by 
100 per cent the air effort which could be 
directed against Okinawa as compared to 
operations based on the mainland and at the 
same time could direct damaging air attacks 
with fighter-type aircraft against friendly 
installations in the Philippines, which are 
currently beyond the range of fighters based 
on the mainiand. Our air supremacy at once 
would become doubtful. 

As a result of its geographic location and 
base potential, utilization of Formosa by‘ a 
military power hostile to the United States 
may either counter-balance or overshadow 
the strategic importance of the central and 
southern flank of the United States front 
line position. 

Formosa in the hands of such a hostile 
power could be compared to an unsinkable 
aircraft carrier and submarine tender ideally 
located to accomplish offensive strategy and 
at the same time checkmate defensive or 
counter-offensive operations by friendly 
forces based on Okinawa and the Philippines. 

This unsinkable carrier-tender has the ca- 
pacity to operate from ten to twenty air 
groups of types ranging from jet fighters to 
B-29 type bombers as well as to provide for- 
ward operating facilities for short-range 
coastal submarines. 

In acquiring this forward submarine base, 
the efficacy of the short-range submarine 
would be so enormously increased by the 
additional radius of activity as to threaten 
completely sea traffic from the south and 
interdict all sea lanes in the Western Pacific. 
Submarine blockade by the enemy with all 
its destructive ramifications would thereby 
become a virtual certainty. 

Should Formosa fall and bases thereafter 
come into the hands of a potential enemy of 
the United States, the latter will have ac- 
quired an additional ‘‘fleet’’ which will have 
been obtained and can be maintained at an 
incomparably lower cost than could its 
equivalent in aircraft carriers and submarine 
tenders. 

Current estimates of air and submarine 
resources in the Far East indicate the capa- 
bility of such a potential enemy to extend 








his forces southward and still maintain an | 
imposing degree of military strength for | 


employment elsewhere in the Pacific area. 


Historically, Formosa has been used as a | 


springboard for just such military aggression 
directed against areas to the south. The 
most notable and recent example was the 


utilization of it by the Japanese in World | 


War TT. 
in 1941, 
staging area and supporting base for the 
various Japanese invasion convoys. The 
supporting air forces of Japan’s Army and 


At the outbreak of the Pacific War 


Navy were based on fields situated along 


southern Formosa. 

From 1942 through 1944 Formosa was a 
vital link in the transportation and com- 
munication chain which stretched from Japan 
through Okinawa and the Philippines to 
Southeast Asia. As the United States carrier 
forces advanced into the Western Pacific, the 
bases on Formosa assumed an increasingly 
greater roie in the Japanese defense scheme. 

Should Formosa fall into the hands of a 
hostile power, history would repeat itself. 
Its military potential would again be fully 
exploited as the means to breach and neu- 
tralize our Western Pacific defense system 
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it played an important part as a | 


and mount a war of conquest against the 
free nations of the Pacific basin. 

Nothing could be more fallacious than the 
threadbare argument by those who advocate 
appeasement and defeatism in the Pacific that 
if we defend Formosa we alienate continental 
Asia. 

Those who speak thus do not understand 
the Orient. They do not grant that it is in 
the pattern of the Oriental psychology to 
respect and follow aggressive resolute and 
dynamic leadership — to quickly turn on a 
leadership characterized by timidity or vacil- 
lation—and they underestimate the Oriental 
mentality. Nothing in the last five years has 
so inspired the Far East as the American 
determination to preserve the bulwarks of 
our Pacific Ocean strategic position from 
future encroachment, for few of its people 
fail accurately to appraise the safeguard 
such determination brings to their free in- 
stitutions. 

To pursue any other course would be to 
turn over the fruits of our Pacific victory 
to a potential enemy. It would shift any 
future battle area 5,000 miles eastward to 
the coasts of the American continents, our 
own home coast; it would completely expose 
our friends in the Philippines, our friends 
in Australia and New Zealand, our friends in 
Indonesia, our friends in Japan, and other 
areas to the lustful thrusts of those who 
stand for slavery against liberty, for athe- 
ism as against God. 

The decision of President Truman on June 
27 lighted into flame a lamp of hope through- 
out Asia that was burning dimly toward 
extinction. It marked for the Far East the 
focal and turning point in this area's strug- 
gle for freedom. It swept aside in one great 
monumental stroke all of the hypocrisy and 
the sophistry which has confused and de- 
luded so many people distant from the ac- 
tual scene. 





Battlefield Promotions 


2d Lt. William B. Kean, son of Maj. Gen. 
William B. Kean, Commanding General, 
25th Infantry Division, has been promoted 
to the rank of first lieutenant for “out- 
standing leadership and courage under 
fire” in Korea. 

Recommendation for the promotion 
was made by Col. Henry G. Fisher, regi- 
mental commander, under whom Lieu- 
tenant Kean serves. The first lieutenant’s 
bars were pinned on by his father at the 
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MATS Combat Record 


Since outbreak of hostilities in Korea 
on 25 June, the Military Air Transport 
Service has almost tripled the daily util- 
ization of its aircraft and has expanded 
by about 70 per cent its transport strength 
in the Pacific Division to fly personnel 
and materiel to the combat zone. 

This was reported by Maj. Gen. Lau- 
rence S. Kuter, USAF, MATS Command- 
ing General at a Pentagon press briefing 
this week. He said that whereas prior to 
25 June, MATS planes were being used 
on an average of 2.5 hours per aircraft 
per day within a training program ceil- 
ing, this has been raised to about six 
hours per day in the Pacific. 

On 25 June, less than 60 of the approxi- 
mately 200 MATS C-54’s were assigned 
to the Pacific, but immediately 40 addi- 
tional transport planes were ordered on 
these runs. 

General Kuter emphasized that more 
planes could not be assigned in support 
of the Korean action because “MATS 
must keep all its strategic air routes open 
in the event of an emergency in some 
other area of the globe. And MATS must 
also maintain its worldwide weather, 
communications and rescue services at 
peak efficiency,” he explained. 

Augmented by Two Troop Carrier 
Groups with a total of about 75 C-54’s, 
commercial aircraft, six Canadian Air 
Force transports and one from Belgium, 
the transport fleet servicing the Far East 
has been expanded to an approximate 
total of 250 four-engine aircraft, supple- 
mented by MATS C-74 and C-97 airplanes 
operating between U. S. depots and 
Hawaii. 

General Kuter reported that during an 
early 40-day period about 15,000 passen- 
gers and more than 1500 tons of critical 
cargo were moved to the Far East and 
said that nearly 100 tons of high priority 
personnel and cargo is reaching the Far 
East by air each day. Included in this 
eargo is whole blood, being rushed to 
front line medical installations.
